Show  Notes. 

Jotllnffs  from  the  Note  Book  of  the  Junior  Editor. 

Thirteen  states  furnished  entries  for  Messrs. 
Ruild,  Son  &  Co.'s  display. 

The  best  dressed  poultry  came  from  Salem 
county, New  Jerspy,  and  were  labeled  "  Phila- 
delphia Chickens.'' 

"  The  grandest  poultry  show  I  ever  saw," 
was  the  opinion  of  .Johu  L.  Cost,  Hagers- 
town,  Md. 

Cats  (both  live  and  dead),  rabbits,  deer, 
coons,  'possums  and  bears,  were  novelties  at 
the  poultry  show. 

"  The  largest  Light  Brahma  display  on 
record  in  this  country,"  said  Judge  Dreven- 
stedt.  "  Yes,  the  largest  in  the  world,"  added 
Arthur  Felch. 

About  five  tons  of  dressed  poultry  and  game, 
was  the  estimate  given  by  Mr.  Eudd,  of  the 
display  in  the  practical  part. 

Col.  Hamilton  brought  up  a  "  big  load  "  of 
Polish — the  Colonel  is  the  crack  Polish  breeder 
of  the  country,  and  never  afraid  to  exhibit. 

Robt.  A.  Colt,  who  judged  the  Pit  Game 
class,  will  shortly  leave  for  England,  in  the 
interests  of  the  Prairie  State  Incubator  Com- 
pany. 

The  Boston  show  was  surely  a  "  peace 
meeting."  Old  scores  among  fanciers  .were 
quickly  wiped  out,  and  former  friendship  was 
not  only  renewed,  but  many  new  friends 
made. 

The  heaviest  dressed  turkey  at  the  show 
weighed  thirty-three  pounds  —  but  it  was 
entered  too  late  to  secure  the  prize.  The  first 
prize  carcass  was  six  pounds  lighter. 

Judge  Purdue  fought  hard  with  the  Brahma 
class,  but  he  came  out  ahead.  It  was  the 
largest  and  hardest  class  in  the  show,  yet  the 
judge  gave  excellent  satisfaction. 

"  This  is  a  grand  show,"  said  Judge  Zim- 
mer  to  the  junior  editor.  "All  it  needs  to  make 
it '  the  greatest  show  on  earth,'  is  the  Madison 
Square  Garden." 

The  di.splay  in  Plymouth  Rocks  and  "Wyan- 
dottes,by  A.  C.  Hawkins,  was  greatly  admired. 
In  the  collection  was  "  Royal  Blue,"  the  $200 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  that  took  first  at  New 
York. 

All  the  visiting  poultrymen  were  unanimous 
in  the  opinion  that  the  Boston  show  was  the 
largest  and  best  evev  held  in  this  country — 
exceeding  the  New  York— in  number  of 
entries,  by  several  hundred. 

H.  A.  Coffin,  of  the  Plymouth  incubator, 
made  a  hit  liy  arranging  his  eggs  so  that  they 
would  hatch  each  day  of  tlje  show,  and  not 
come  out  all  together.  It  proved  a  drawing 
card. 

T.  Farrar  Rackham  was  busy.  Between 
explaining  to  the  ladies  why  their  cats  did  not 
take  first,  and  advertisingthe  merits  of  Spratt's 
Patentpoultry  meal,  dog  cakes,  etc.,  Rackham 
had  scarcely  time  enough  to  take  his  meals. 

Judge  J.  H.  Drevenstedt  u.sed  a  method  of 
judging  that  was,  practically,  a  compromise 
between  the  score  card  comparison  systems. 
He  used  25  as  perfection,  and  thus,  numerically 
jotted  down  the  value  of  the  bird,  resulting  in 
a  score. 

Henry  F.  Felch,  (brother  of  I.  K.) ,  came 
down  to  Boston  on  the  opening  day,  and,  after 
viewing  the  Brahma  display,  hunted  up  old 
acquaintances,  and  then  left.  Mr.  Felch  is  an 
old  timer,  and  has  many  friends  in  the  fra- 
ternity. 

Judge  May  made  a  valuable  suggestion  in 
the  arranging  of  auother  show.  He  thought 
that  visitors  would  be  aided  by  having  large 
placards  hung  over  the  cages  announcing  the 
names  of  the  different  breeds.  People  not 
acquainted  with  the  various  varieties  were 
continually  a.sking  for  such  information. 

"  The  weather  could  be  no  better,  and  the 
show  is  simply  a  wonder,"  said  Philander 
Williams.  "  I  hope  the  great  success  of  Bo.s- 
ton  will  not  hurt  New  Yoi-k.  Years  back  we 
made  it  a  point  to  hold  an  exhibition  in  New 
York  one  year,  and  Boston  the  next,  so  that 
one  would  not  interfere  with  the  other." 

The  cat  show  was  rather  an  oddity,  but  it 
proved  a  drawing  card.  Cats,  pigeons  and 
chickens,  ordinarily,  make  a  risky  combina- 
tion—risky for  the  birds— but  in  this  case  the 
cats  v  ere  safely  caged,  and  thus  the  poultry 
werepr.  *ected.  But  without  the  cat  combina- 
tion, it  is  doubtful  if  the  attendance  would 
have  been  half  so  large. 


"When  Judge  Zimmer  makes  a  mistake,  it 
fairly  "  breaks  him  all  up."  And  he  did  make 
one  at  the  Boston  show.  But  the  manner  in 
which  he  corrected  the  error,  and  remedied 
the  wrong,  made  him  even  more  popular  than 
if  the  mistake  had  not  occurred.  It  is  human 
to  err — but  all  human  beings  are  not  willing 
to  admit  a  wrong. 

The  poultry  press  was  well  represented. 
Besides  the  Farm-Poultry  editors,  there 
were  present  J.  H.  Drevenstedt  and  H.  C. 
Norton,  of  the  American  Fancier;  W.  B. 
Atherton,  of  the  Stock-Keeper;  Mr.  Darrow, 
of  the  Faiiciers'  Review;  L.  H.  Myers,  of  the 
Poultry  3Ionthly;  F.  L.  Rogers,  of  the  Prac- 
tical Poiiltryman;  "W.  H.  Hamilton,  of  the 
New  England  Fancier;  and  H.  S.  Babcock, 
of  the  Reliable  Poultry  Jcmrnal. 

At  the  banquet  of  the  New  England  Ply- 
mouth Rock  Club,  a  telegram  was  read,  which 
had  just  been  received  from  John  F.  Mecklem, 
secretary  of  the  Pacific  Poultry  and  Pigeon 
Association,  which  at  the  same  time  was  hold- 
ing an  exhibition  in  Oakland,  Calif.  It  read 
as  follows:  "Oakland,  Calif.,  Jan.  16,  1896. 
The  Pacific  slope  sends  greeting  to  Boston. 
Fifteen  hundred  entries.  Uncle  Isaac  says: 
'  Many  happy  days.'  " 

It  was  interesting  to  watch  the  greetings 
passed  Ijetween  Col.  White,  of  Mica  Crystal 
Grit  fame,  and  D.  Lincoln  Orr,  of  "  Clear 
Grit."  No  two  concerns  in  the  country  have 
bucked  harder  agaiu.st  each  other  than  these 
two  "  grits,"  but  this  meeting  of  the  giants  was 
not  "  hot  stuff."  On  the  contrary ,  it  was  one 
of  those  happy,  jolly,  pleasant  interviews  that 
certainly  must  have  been  profitable  to  both. 
Farm-Poultry  smiled  good  naturedly  as  it 
saw  the  rivals  on  such  friendly  terms. 

An  oil  painting,  exhibited  by  I.  K.  Felch  & 
Son,  attracted  considerable  attention.  It  rep- 
resented the  cock  "  Natick,"  and  hen 
"  Empress,"  the  Light  Brahma  type  of  1S60. 
These  bird  were  the  great  grandson  and  daugh- 
ter of  old  Imperial.  Close  by  the  painting 
was  the  stufled  image  of  old  "  Imperial  300," 
and  underneath  a  placard  announced  that  he 
was  "  hatched  from  eggs  laid  by  the  first  Brah- 
mas  landed  in  Boston,  1847.  Killed  in  battle 
with  a  Game  cock  when  thirteen  years  old. 
He  had  a  pea  comb. 

P.  B.  Zimmer  had  a  little  surprise  given  him 
in  one  of  the  side  rooms  of  the  hall.  A  number 
o-f  his  friends  having  assembled,  Zim.  was 
sent  for.  Judge  Drevenstedt  then,  in  a  char- 
acteristic address,  presented  him  with  two  fine 
ornaments  representing  "  pups."  The  gift 
was  from  Wm.  Holmes,  in  behalf  of  the  Shel- 
ton  Poultry  Association,  Shelton,  Conn.  Of 
course  Zim.  was  taken  by  storm,  and  findiisg 


words  inadequate  to  express  his  feelings,  he 
invited  the  boys  out  to  see  the  attractions  of 
Boston. 

There  were  forty-nine  poultrymen  present 
at  the  banquet  at  the  Parker  House,  Thursday 
evening,  given  by  the  New  England  Barred 
and  White  Plymouth  Rock  Association.  A. 
C.  Hawkins  presided.  Able  addresses  were 
delivered  by  Mr.  Hawkins,  H.  S.  Babcock, 
Arthur  E.  Felch,  D.  Lincoln  Orr,  H.  B.  May, 
John  L.  Cost,  Robt.  A.  Colt,  Arthur  Smith, 
H.  S.  Crook,  G.  E.  Cromack,  A.  A.  Fille- 
brown,  W.  B.  Atherton,  and  W.  H.  Hamilton. 
The  menu  was  of  the  highest  order,  and  those 
in  attendance  did  full  justice.  The  banquet 
was  a  pronounced  success,  the  excellent 
speeches  in  response  to  toasts  adding  much  to 
the  enjoyment. 

Two  hundred  dollars  for  a  cat !  Yet  that  was 
the  rock  bottom  figure  for  one  feline.  Figures 
were  high  in  all  classes — one  hen  sold  for  one 
hundred  dollars.  "Sakes,  alive,''  said  a  farmer, 
with  his  mouth  and  eyes  wide  open,  "  the  hen 
is  no  better  than  what  I  have  at  home ;  while 
the  cat  may  be  a  good  one,  yet  my  tabby  is  a 
much  finer  specimen  than  that  Australian." 
Of  course,  the  best  chickens  and  cats  were 
*'  at  home,"  nevertheless,  the  farmer  admitted 
that  there  were  some  "  pretty  good  'uns " 
right  there  in  the  show.

Have  you  secured  the  male  or  males  to  head 
your  flocks  next  )'ear?  If  not,  the  purchase 
should  be  made  at  once,  before  the  birds  are 
housed  for  winter  and  the  surplus  marketed. 
Get  a  pure  blooded  bird  always,  and  then  grade 
up  by  selecting  only  the  l>est  from  among  the 
hens.  In  this  way  a  man  may  establish  a 
strain  of  his  own  noted  for  egg  or  flesh  produc- 
tion.— Maine  Farmer. 


The  Great  Boston  Show.

"  Veni,  vidi,  vici,"  could  appropriately  be 
emblazoned  upon  the  banner  of  the  Boston 
Poultry  Association.  Come  to  think  of  it,  they 
probably  have  no  "  banner,"  literally  speaking ; 
they  would  ha^•e  little  use  for  one— but  that 
their  show  just  closed  was  a  great  triumph, 
was  conceded  by  every  one.  All  things  con- 
sidered, it  was  both  a  stupendous  and  wo7i- 
derful  success.  In  saying,  "  all  things  consid- 
ered," we  have  in  mind  the  petty  jealousy  and 
underhand  "  knifing"  by  the  little  clique  who 
did  all  they  could  to  prevent  the  show  being  a 
success;  and  the  fact  that  it  was  "a  first 
attempt  of  the  managers,"  with  the  handicap 
of  lack  of  experience,  and  over  all  the  greater 
handicap  of  the  miserable  failures  of  their 
predecessors  years  ago.  With  these  points 
clearly  in  mind,  when  we  view  the  fact  that 
Mechanics'  Hall  contained  the  largest  (in  num- 
bers) and  the  best  (in  quality)  poultry  show 
ever  held  in  America,  and  probably  the  largest 
and  best  ever  held  in  the  world,  we  feel  war- 
ranted in  saying  it  was  a  stupendous  and  won- 
derful success.  The  only  show  in  America 
that  it  can  be  compared  with  is  that  in  Madi- 
son Square  Garden.  We  haven't  reliable  data 
at  hand  to  verify  it,  but  a  gentleman  who  is  in 
a  position  to  know,  told  us  that  the  Boston 
show  was  a  little  over  three  hundred  birds 
ahead  of  the  Garden  show's  high  water  mark ; 
and  a  New  York  gentleman  told  us,  in  answer 
to  our  query,  "  It  lays  over  us  in  quality  of 
birds,  if  not  in  number."  It  was  frequently 
remarked,  last  week,  "  There  are  hardly  any 
poor  birds  here !  nearly  every  one  are  show 
specimens  " — while  in  New  York  one  not  infre- 
quently sees  birds  of  somewhat  inferior  qual- 
ity, manifestly  put  in  to  sell.  Their  being 
there  is  evidence  of  New  Yoi'k  being  an 
excellent  place  to  make  sales. 

In  numbers  alone,  the  Boston  show  was 
truly  great,  a  grand  total  of  about  4015  speci- 
mens. In  Light  Brahmas  there  were  28  cocks, 
68  hens,  90  cockerels,  and  123  pullets — a  total 
of  382  birds  in  the  "  open  "  class,  i.  e.,  single 
birds  each  in  a  coop  by  itself.  In  addition  to 
this  there  were  twenty-six  breeding  yards,  of 
five  birds  each,  (130  birds) ;  and  two  display 
pens  of  ten  birds  each — making  a  total  of  532 
Light  Brahmas  in  that  show.  It  is  certain  that 
that  figure  was  never  even  approached  in  any 
other  show.  There  were  118  Buft"  Cochins,  72 
Partridge  Cochins,  35  While  Cochins,  44  Black 
Cochins,  25  Dark  Brahmas,  67  Black  Lang- 
shans,  4  White  and  4  Blue  Langshans,  and  10' 
Buff  Brahmas— a  total  of  911  birds  in  the 
Asiatic  class  alone. 

There  were  212  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks — 
12  cocks,  27  hens,  58  cockerels,  and  55  pullets 
in  the  "  open  "  class ;  40  in  breeding  yards, 
and  two  display  pens.  Silver  Wyandottes  were 
in  goodly  numbers,  but  were  outclassed  by  the 
Whites  with  10  cocks,  15  hens,  23  cockerels, 
and  26  pullets;  which  with  35  in  breeding 
yards,  and  one  display  pen,  gives  a  total  of  119 
birds.  Single  Combed  Brown  Leghorns  were 
out  in  full  force — S  cocks,  15  hens,  36  cock- 
erels, and  33  pullets ;  which,  with  35  in  yards, 
gives  a  total  of  127  bird.s — and  Single  Combed 
White  Leghorns  showed  82  birds.  Of  course 
all  the  classes  were  not  equally  well  filled. 
For  example.  White  P.  Rocks  showed  but 
eighteen  birds,  when  there  should  have  been 
seventy-five  to  one  hundred.  If,  however,  it 
is  advertised  that  a  judge  whom  many  breed- 
ers do  not  like  is  to  judge  a  class,  that  class  is 
certain  to  be  small :  but  then,  if  all  the  classes 
were  filled  to  a  par  with  the  Asiatics,  it  would 
have  required  two  Mechanics'  Halls  to  hold 
them.  The  Games  were  not  out  in  great  num- 
bers, neither  were  the  turkeys,  ducks  and 
geese,  although  those  that  were  sent  were  of 
most  excellent  quality.  Bantams,  again,  were 
in  much  smaller  numbers  than  we  are  accus- 
tomed to  see  in  New  York ;  but  in  pigeons, 
which  were  tastefully  arranged  around  the 
spacious  and  well  lighted  galleries,  we  find  a 
display  proliably  unequaled  in  numbers  and 
quality  in  any  show  ever  held  in  America. 
This,  in  face  of  the  fact  that  an  "  exclusive" 
pigeon  show  was  held  in  Boston  a  few  weeks 
ago,  (manifestly  intended  to  detract  from  the 
Boston  .show),  is  a  great  triumph.  How  insig- 
nificant, how  petty  those  little  ','  nagging " 
efforts  look  now !  The  self-convicted  belittlers 
of  the  Boston  show  may  well  "  hide  their 
diminished   heads.''   They've  shown  them- 
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selves  in  their  true  colors,  have  only  them- 
selves to  thank  for  the  chagrin  and  humiliation 
they  now  have  to  sutler. 

The  "  triumph "  of  the  gentlemen  of  the 
Boston  show  was  so  complete,  so  overwhelm- 
ing, they  were  excusable  for  wearing  a  broad 
and  ever  broadening  smile,  and  metaphorically 

hugging  themselves  "  with  delight.  Every- 
thing was  literally  "coming  their  way"  in 
great  shape;  the  weather,  even,  couldn't  pos- 
sibly have  been  improved  upon  if  they  had  had 
it  made  to  order  for  their  own  special  use.  It 
was  perfect  "show  weather" — just  cold 
enough  to  be  stimulating,  liracing,  with  clear 
bright  sunshine  every  day  but  the  last,  and 
that  merely  overcast.  One  or  two  mornings 
were  sharp  and  frosty,  and  the  thermometer 
was  four  degrees  below  zero  one  morning 
when  Mr.  Sewell,  (who  spent  the  week  as  our 
guest) ,  and  the  writer  stepped  into  the  sleigh 
to  drive  to  the  station ;  but  sharp  frost  clears 
the  l)rain,  even  if  it  does  make  the  ears  tingle 
— and  it  was  "  perfect  winter  weather  "  all  the 
week . 

The  wonderfully  good  weather,  coupled  with 
the  unquestioned  success  of  the  managers" 
efforts,  may  have  been  the  reason  for  the  splen- 
did dash  and  vim  with  which  everything 
moved — and,  considering  the  beforementioned 
fact  that  it  was  their  tirst  etlbrt,  the  machinery 
ran  with  remarkable  smoothness.  It  was 
announced  long  ago  that  everything  possible 
would  be  done  to  have  the  awards  placed 
where  they  belonged,  and  that  there  would  be 
absolutely  no  "  pull,"  no  favoritism.  Good 
evidence  of  this  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  one  of 
the  members  of  the  executive  committee  "  pro- 
tested "  one  of  his  own  birds,  and  had  it  dis- 
fiualitied.  That  such  an  expert  breeder  and 
exhibitor  should  have  let  a  dis(iualified  bird  of 
his  get  into  the  show  is  the  great  wonder,  and 
is  only  explained  by  the  fact  of  his  being  so 
much  absorbed  in  work  for  the  show  itself 
that  he  didn't  get  time  to  go  carefully  over  his 
own  birds  that  were  to  go  in.  We  have  never 
before  heard  of  a  case  where  one  of  the  show 
managers,  finding  one  of  his  birds  discjualified, 
hastens  to  the  secretary's  oflice  to  protest  it. 
It  is  of  no  use  to  hint  that  it  was  "  politic  "  for 
him  to  do  so,  that  if  he  hadn't  protested  it 
someone  else  would.  He  isn't  built  that  way- 
he,  and  'il/  the  gentlemen  of  the  Boston  Asso- 
ciation, being  abundantly  equipped  with  cour- 
age to  do  the  riijht  thing,  and  if  his  (or  their) 
whole  exhibit  would  he  thrown  out  by  the  act 
it  would  be  done  because  it  iniii  rir/lit,  and 
because  everything  else  was  subordinate  to  the 
success  of  the  show. 

riaving  said  so  nuich  In  praise  of  the  gentle- 
men who  have  conferred  such  a  beiipflt  upon 
tt/e  poullry  intcj-est  generally,  we  may  be  Justi- 


fied in  pointing  out  two  or  three  minor  defects, 
which  can  be  remedied  in  subsequent  exhibi- 
tions. 

The  most  glaring  fault  was  the  lack  of  a 
restaurant.  There  was  a  lunch  bar,  'tis  true, 
but  petty  and  insignificant  compared  to  the 
requirements  of  the  throngs  that  came  to  the 
hall.  It  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  arrange 
with  a  caterer  to  fit  up  with  tables  and  chairs 
the  space  in  the  gallery  railed  off  for  a  restau- 
rant, and  a  well  equipped  restaurant  would 
coin  money  there.  In  these  days  of  modern 
conveniences  the  enhanced  cost  of  running 
such  a  restaurant  as  an  "annex"  to  a  down 
town  hotel  or  cafe  could  be  easily  covered  by 
a  slight  increase  in  charge  for  the  foods.  The 
larger  fairs  hereabouts  have  such  "  annex  " 
restaurants  in  plenty;  why  not  the  Boston 
show?  A  lunch  counter  should  be  one  feature 
of  such  a  restaurant,  because  there  are  many 
who  choose  to  "bite  and  run,''  a  la  railroad 
station  style,  but  it  should  not  be  the  sole  reli- 
ance of  such  a  large  company  as  was  assembled 
in  Mechanics'  Hall. 

Another  fault  was  a  lack  of  .seats  at  conven- 
ient points.  There  should  have  been  a  small 
group  of  settees  ju.st  inside  the  hall,  where 
Bowker's  Animal  Meal  exhibit  stood,  to  serve 
as  a  convenient  waiting  place  for  those  expect- 
ing friends,  or  who  were  wearied  by  the  long 
promenades  down  the  aisles ;  then  there  should 
have  been  pairs  of  settees  at  the  open  angles 
on  the  floor,  at  convenient  places  around  the 
sides  and  end  of  the  hall,  and  especially  at 
points  of  vantage  for  viewing  the  floor  below 
from  the  gallery.  There  were  quantities  of 
"  banks "  of  chairs  in  the  basement  which 
could  have  been  easily  drawn  upon  for  this 
convenience. 

The  lateness  of  the  catalogue  was  a  decided 
annoyance.  Better  by  far  sell  unmarked  cata- 
logues at  tirst  than  have  to  wait  till  well  along 
in  the  second  afternoon  for  the  marked  ones. 
Another  defect  here  was  the  undried  ink  on 
the  catalogue  cover,  which  "  smooched  "  the 
hands  of  every  user  of  it— certainly  annoying 
to  those  who  had  no  facilities  for  washing 
their  hands.  Greenish  blue  ink  isn't  a  pleas- 
ing ornament  to  one's  hands,  and  the  vexation 
could  ea.sily  have  been  avoided  by  printing  the 
covers  some  days  previously  and  having  them 
thoroughly  dry  when  put  on;  that  is  perfectly 
simple  and  easy. 

We  would  have  liked  to  have  seen  the  h:dl 
better  "  policed."  AVlien  in  the  army  we  were 
trained  to  clean  up  the  ijuarters  every  morning, 
and  regular  details  policed  the  regimental 
streets.  It's  very  easy  to  do  if  done  systemat- 
ically, and  in  a  great  buiMing  like  >Iechanics' 
Hall  "  cleaning  up "  every  morning  would 
have  -iddi'd  a  linis|)|j)g  tO|!o|)  which  would 


have  pleased  many.  The  writer  borrowed  a 
broom  one  morning  and  s^yept  up  about  the 
Farm-Poultky  booth,  took  up  the  dirt  with 
a  dust^pan  improvised  from  a  piece  of  stiff 
straw  board,  and  added  it  to  the  contents  of  a 
basket  used  for  the  purjjose;  but  not  a  few 
who  made  an  attempt  at  sweeping  up  atiout 
their  places  simply  swept  the  dirt  up  against 
the  wall,  or  into  a  corner,  and  left  it  there. 
We  hope  to  see  the  cleaning  up  of  the  hall  bet- 
ter done  next  year. 

.\gain,  we  think  the  Boston  papers  were 
not  sutliciently  "  interested  ''  in  the  show,  and 
that  the  attendance  would  have  been  consider- 
ably increased  if  juilicious  and  interesting 
notices  had  been  published  in  them.  .Such 
notices  as  we  saw  were  painfully  perfunctory, 
and  not  at  all  of  a  character  to  "  draw."  We 
know  nothing  of  what  plans  were  laid  forthat 
work,  hence  speak  without  knowledge;  but 
we  only  voice  the  sentiment  of  many  who 
expressed  their  opinion  in  our  hearing,  in  say- 
ing that  the  Boston  papers  were  not  enlisted 
as  they  should  (and  easily  could)  have  been. 

Another  matter,  and  we  have  done.  Satur- 
day should  have  been  "  Children's  Day,''  and 
the  children  admitted  at  half-price.  This 
would  not  only  have  interested  hundreds  of 
intelligent  children  and  their  parents,  but 
would  have  popularized  the  Boston  show  and 
its  management  lietter  than  any  other  one 
thing  could  do.  We  heard  some  unfavorable 
comment  upon  50-cent  admissions — but  we 
say  frankly  we  believe  the  managers  were 
right  in  that.  Such  a  complete,  well  rounded, 
well  appointed  poultry  show  is  tive  times  bet- 
ter worth  visiting  than  the  average  local  show 
of  eight  hundred  or  one  thousand  birds  to 
which  one  cheerfully  pays  twenty-fiTe  cents 
admission;  hence  one  is  narrow  indeed  who 
cavils  at  paying  fifty  cents  admission  to  the 
Boston  show.  That  price  does  not  keep  away 
many  who  really  want  to  come — and  does  keep 
away  some  whom  it  is  better  to  keep  away. 
Then,  too,  six  thousand  .50-cent  admissions  is 
substantially  better  than  ten  thousand  25-cent 
admissions  —  and  everything  is  on  a  higher 
level. 

We  have  written  these  criticisms,  not  at  all 
in  a  captious  spirit,  but  solely  with  a  view  to 
pointing  out  to  the  gentlemen  who  managed 
the  Boston  show  some  few  things  wherein  it 
could  have  been  done  better.  We  who  are 
looking  on  can  sometimes  see  minor  defects 
which  they,  in  the  rush  and  hurry  of  the  show, 
might  not  notice. 

We  announced  in  thelastnumber  that  Farm- 
Poultry  would  erect  a  booth  on  the  tloor  of 
the  hall,  and  have  an  oflice  there  for  the  con- 
venience of  our  friends.  This  was  done,  clerks 
from  the  office  being  in  charge,  and  both  the 
editors  being  in  the  hall  much  of  the  time. 
This  was  a  wise  step,  evidencing  to  poultry- 
men  the  warm  interest  Farm-Povltry  has  in 
forwarding  the  poultry  cause.  The  sterling 
silver  cup  which  it  gave,  was  displayed  at  the 


Farm-Poi:ltrv  >)Ooth  the  first  two  day*, until 
the  case  was  made  ready  for  all  the  cups.  The 
cup  was  warmly  praise<I,  e^tpeciaUy  for  the 
exquisite  taste  in  its  design — it  being  the 
general  opinion  that  it  was  the  most  plea-flng 
article  of  the  kind  ever  offered.  Tbe  makers, 
Jlessrs.  Keed  &  Bartf>n,  received  many  com- 
pliments uyjon  their  work. 

3Iuch  interest  centered  in  the  winner  of  that 
cup,  and  when,  on  Thursday,  it  was  announced 
that  it  fell  to  Mr.  William  Ellery  Bright,  of 
Waltham,  everybo<iy  was  plea.»ed — for  cer- 
tainly he  had  put  np  a  string  of  birds,  with 
grand  old  "  Kally  "  at  tbeirhead,  that  deserved 
to  win  such  a  beautiful  trophy.  The  writer 
irame<liately  hunted  up  Mr.  Sewell  f  who  had 
come  on  from  the  west  to  do  mmf  of  the  Bf/s- 
ton  winners  for  us ;  and  a-ked  him  to  get  up  a 
group  of  the  cup  winner.-,  with  "Kally"  at 
the  head.  It  would  "  crowd "  a  group  too 
much  to  put  a  dozen  or  fourteen  birds  in  it, 
so  Mr.  .Sewell  <lecidfcd  to  make  portraits  of 
"Rally,"  first  prize  cock,  the  (tie  forj  first 
cockerel,  the  best  hen,  and  Ijest  pullet  in  the 
collection — and  that  cut  adorns  the  title  page  of 
this  number. 

Mr.  Bright  won,  also,  the  .SbeltoD  trophy, 
an  S80  cup,  offered  "for  best  five  Barred  P. 
Kock  cockerels  shown  by  one  exhibitor ; "  the 
Forsyth  cup  "  for  the  best  collection  in  any  one 
variety ; "  the  gold  special  offered  by  Plymouth 
Incubator  Co.,  "  for  best  display  of  Barred  P. 
Bocks ; "  the  Frost  special  "  for  best  two 
Barred  P.  Rock  cockerels ;"  and  of  the  Bock 
Club  specials  "  for  the  best  and  third  l^est  col- 
lections of  one  cock,  two  cockerels,  two  hens 
and  four  pullet*,  shown  by  one  exhibitor:" 
and  "  for  best  male  and  four  females  in  the 
single  bird  classes,"  he  took  first  and  third.  In 
all  he  won  S129  in  cash  specials  and  $.380  worth 
of  cups,  winning  fifty-two  regular  and  special 
premiums  on  forty-nine  entries. 

Mr.  Bright  is  an  experienced  exhibitor, 
hence  his  success  is  not  a  surprise.  For  the 
encouragement  of  some  of  the  l>eginners  we 
want  to  mention  the  fact  that  our  young  friend. 
Master  Gerry  B.  Lawrence,  whose  portrait  in 
Fakm-Pocxtrt  and  The  Youth's  Coinpor,- 
ion  has  given  pleasure  to  so  many,  sent  eight- 
een birds  to  the  show,  with  a  total  entry  fee 
of  322,  and  captured  premiums  and  specials  to 
the  amount  of  about  SoO.  He  had  six  "spei  ial" 
ribbons  on  one  coop.  Other  amateur  exhibit- 
ors made  a  good  showing.  Mrs.  Geo.  W. 
Knapp,  of  Worcester,  for  example,  putting  in 
four  of  her  Black  Langshans  and  winning  four 
ribbons,  .3d  on  cock  and  pullet,  and  4th  on  hen 
and  cockerel.  Mrs.  Knapp  assured  us  that  the 
hen  was  raised  from  eggs  she  bought  of  us  two 
years  ago  (before  we  gave  up  Langshans), 
and,  of  course,  we  enjoyed  her  success.  From 
the  fact  that  wholly  unknown  exhibitors  stood 
an  equal  chance  at  the  prizes  with  those  of 
long  experience,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that 
the  Boston  show  was  "  on  the  square ;" — that 
there  was  no  favoritism  in  placing  the  riM>ons. 
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Another  thing  that  gratified  the  writer  was 
the  success  of  such  men  as  Mr.  Nesmith  and 
Mr.  Dustou.  We  have  long  believed  that  the 
poultryman  of  the  future  would  comlMue  the 
practical  with  the  f;mcy,  and  those  two  men 
are  the  best  examples  to  our  hand  of  poultry- 
men  of  that  type.  Their  success  goes  to  show 
that  it  is  quite  possible  to  cultivate  the  fancy 
in  combination  with  the  practical;  that  while 
"  working  "  the  poultry  for  the  dollars  to  be 
made  from  selling  chickens  and  eggs  birds  can 
be  raised  which  will  win  at  the  shows.  In 
fact,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  they  have 
the  better  chance,  because  they  have  a  very 
large  number  of  birds  to  select  from. 

Mr.  Nesmith  captured  the  2d  prize  ribbon 
on  his  Lt.  Brahma  cock  —  and  in  a  class  of 
twenty-eight  to  be  2d,  is  to  be  "a  winner;" 
and  got  1st  on  Black  Langshan  hen,  a  cut  of 
which  Mr.  Sewell  has  made  for  this  number; 
while  Mr.  Duston  won  1st  on  White  Wyan- 
dotte cockerel  in  a  class  of  twenty-three.  As 
he  had  but  two  cockerels  and  two  pullets  in 
the  show,  and  took  1st  on  cockerel  and  3d 
(reserved)  on  pullet,  he  was  certainly"  in  it." 
We  ought  to  note  in  passing  that  Mr.  Nes- 
mith's  prize  winning  cock  was  the  father  of 
the  pullets  mentioned  in  "  A  Pretty  Good 
Showing,"  page  9,  January  1st  F.-P.,  in  which 
we  told  of  Light  Brahma  pullets  hatched  July 
1st  that  were  laying  briskly  in  December, 
before  they  were  six  months  old. 

While  speaking  of  individual  exhibits,  we 
want  to  mention  the  fine  string  of  Barred  P. 
Kock  cockerels  shown  by  Mr.  Frank  P.  Reeve 
of  Somersvvorth,  N.  H.  Many  F.-P.  readers 
will  remember  Mr.  Reeve's  somewhat  start- 
ling advertisement  last  April  and  May,  in 
which  he  printed  a  personal  letter  from  Judge 
May,  telling  him  (Mr.  Reeve)  that  he  would 
be  foolish  to  sell  any  eggs  from  those  two 
pens.  From  the  pen  mated  for  cockerels  Mr. 
Reeve  raised  to  maturity  twenty-eight  birds, 
and  had  seventeen  of  them  here  at  the  Boston 
show.  They  were  much  admired,  as  well 
they  might  be,  for  they  were  cockerels  of 
remarkable  excellence.  How  many  of  them 
were  sold  we  do  not  know,  but  we  saw  notices, 
"  Sold,  to  go  to  Kentucky;"  "  Sold,  to  go  to 
New  York  state,"  etc.,  and  we  would  consider 
any  breeder  fortunate  who  got  males  with 
such  good  blood  behind  them.  Mr.  Reeve  also 
showed  three  pullets  from  that  mating  that 
scored  914,  92,  and  92,  bringing  these  because 


the  pullets  he  had  entered  had  gone  to  laying 
so  vigorously  they  were  in  poor  show  condi- 
tion. 

Col.  Hamilton's  splendid  array  of  Polish  is 
especially  worthy  of  notice,  and  the  Messrs. 
Fergusons'  exhibit  of  turkeys.  Bronze  and 
White,  was  much  admired.  Their  noble 
Bronze  hen,  Miss  Alice,  "  stood  "  for  her  por- 
trait, and  we  have  the  promise  of  it  for  F.-P. 
readers  this  spring.  One  prominent  object  of 
interest  was  the  $100  Light  Brahma  hen  shown 
by  Oakland  Farm,  and  sold  for  $100,  before 
the  judging  was  done.  It  didn't  need  her  1st 
prize  ribbon  and  a  string  of  specials  to  certify 
her  value,  as  every  Lt.  Brahma  breeder  picked 
her  out  as  "  one  in  ten  thousand  "  the  moment 
she  was  on  exhibition.  Mr.  Sewell  sketched 
her  in  a  happy  attitude,  and  we  have  added 
her  portrait  to  the  collection  of  winners  accom- 
panying this  notice. 

The  incubator  display  was  one  of  the  best 
we  have  ever  seen  at  a  show,  and  attracted 
very  great  attention,  especially  from  the  little 
ones.  The  "  3Ionarch,"  "  Challenge,"  and 
"  Plymouth  "  were  on  the  Huntington  avenue 
side  of  the  hall,  in  splendid  light,  where  they 
could  be  seen  to  best  advantage.  Both  the 
Monarch  and  Challenge  hatched  out  great 
numbers  of  chicks  —  and  on  one  day  their 
machines  looked  crammed,  jammed  full  of  the 
little  bodies.  The  Plymouth  people  timed 
their  eggs  to  make  a  continuous  hatch,  one 
machine  full  each  day  of  the  show,  and  it  was 
a  happy  thought.  They  had  also  a  machine 
with  glass  doors  on  each  side,  so  that  the  whole 
process  of  hatching  could  be  seen  by  the  spec- 
tators. This,  with  the  continuous  hatching, 
and  the  glass  regulator  showing  the  principle 
of  the  regulation,  made  a  very  attractive 
exhibit.  The  "  Best "  incubators,  the  "Homer 
City  "  incubators,  and  "  Peep  o'  Day  "  brooder 
and  folding  roosting  coop,  were  under  the 
gallery.  The  brooder  was  in  operation,  full 
of  bright  lively  chicks,  and  proved  a  great 
attraction  to  the  little  ones.  Here,  too,  was 
Orr  &  Co.'s  display  of  poultry  supplies,  which 
attracted  many  buyers. 

The  most  prominent  display  in  the  supplies 
line  was  Bowker's  Animal  Meal,  in  a  pyramid, 
just  within  the  main  entrance.  The  handsome 
yellow  bags  in  which  this  was  put  up  is,  we 
understand,  to  be  a  trade  mark.  Bradley's 
Superior  Meat  Meal  and  Mica  Crystal  Grit 
made  an  attractive  display  along  the  Hunting- 


ton avenue  side  of  the  hall;  and  here,  also, 
were  Breck's  poultry  supplies,  "  P.  D.  Q. 
Lightning  Lice  and  Flea  Killer,"  Parsons' 
samples  of  the  various  grains  in  which  he 
deals,  an  attractive  case  of  Wikler's  Incubator 
thermometers,  Mann's  bone  cutters,  Roche's 
bone  cutters,  and  the  "  Daisy  "  boue  cutter, 
and  Tri-Plex  Food,  all  of  which  made  an 
unusually  large  line  of  side  exhibits. 

The  "  Dressed  Poultry  and  Eggs  "  exhibit 
merits  a  full  report  by  itself,  so  we  leave  that 
for  the  present,  to  take  up  the  awards. 

The  prizes  in  all  the  single  bird  classes  for 
poultry  were:  —  First  prize  $5;  second  prize 
$2;  and  V.  H.  C.  reserve  —  with  as  many  V. 

H.  C,  H.  C,  and  C.  ribbons  as  there  were 
birds  in  the  class  worthy  of  the  honor.  For 
convenience  we  will  print  the  list  as  1,  2  and 
3*  (the  latter  representing  V.  H.  C.  reserve) , 
and  3,  4  and  5  representing  that  those  birds 
were  adjudged  to  be  worthy  of  those  places.

Dressed  Poultry  and  Eggs. 

The  dressed  poultry  and  eggs  department 
at  the  Boston  show  was  placed  in  the  charge 
of  Mr.  W.  D.  Rudd,  of  Messrs.  W.  H.  Rudd, 
Son  &  Co.,  the  well  known  commission  deal- 
ers, 10  Merchant-s  Row ;  and  that  the  selection 
of  Mr.  Rudd  as  the  manager  of  that  depart- 
ment was  a  most  happy  one,  it  needed  but  a 
glance  around  the  tastefully  arranged  room 
to  show.  Mr.  Rudd  "  laid  himself  out  "  to 
get  together  the  best  collection  of  dressed 
poultry  ever  seen  on  this  side  of  the  ".herring 
pond,"  and  with  his  extensive  acquaintance 
to  draw  shipments  from  and  the  firm's  own 
supplies  at  his  disposal,  he  filled  the  large 
room  with  dressed  poultry  and  eggs  displayed 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  best  illustrate  the  mer- 
its of  the  goods.   It  was  a  most  excellent 

object  lesson,"  but  we  would  have  been  glad 
to  have  seen  some  poor  stuff,  some  of  the 
"  lean,  skinny  things  "  that  can  hardly  be  sold 
at  any  price,  to  serve  as  shading  to  the  picture. 

There  was  in  all  about  five  tons  of  chickens, 
fowls,  capons,  turkeys,  ducks,  geese,  etc., — 
some  thirty  wild  geese ;  swans,  rabbits,  'coous, 
'possums,  bears,  deer,  etc.,  being  distributed 
aboutfor  ornament,  to  emphasize  the  "  game" 
side  of  the  market  business ;  and  to  illustrate 
the  modern  methods  there  were  shown  stacks 
of  turkeys,  ducks,  chickens,  etc.,  that  had 
been  kept  in  cold  storage  since  the  period  of 
low  prices  last  summer.  Among  the  latter 
were  Iowa  and  Ohio  turkeys,  Ohio  fowls, 
roasting  chickens,  etc.,  and  ducks  that  were 
"  put  down"  September  8th,  when  they  were 
selhng  at  12^  cents,  and  now  were  being  jobbed 
at  18  cents  a  pound.  Manifestly  cold  storage 
serves  excellently  well  as  a  balance  wheel  or 
"  governoi-,"  checking  prices  from  falling  to 
nothing  (almost)  in  the  time  of  over-supply, 
and  putting  the  stored  stufl",  (kept  in  perfect 
condition)  upon  the  market  when  supplies 
are  short  and  the  demand  active.  In  eggs, 
also,  there  was  a  display  of  cold  stor- 
age stock,  put  down  May  10th  last,  which 
had  kept  most  perfectly.  One  was  broken, 
and  the  contents  poured  out  upon  a  sheet  of 
paper  to  show  its  excellent  condition ;  the  yolk 
"stood  up"  equal  to  a  fresh  laid  egg;  the 
white  was  clear  and  clean  smelling,  and  both 
the  contents  of  the  egg  and  the  appearance  of 
the  in.side  of  the  shell  indicated  that  the  egg 
was  excellently  preserved. 

We  want  to  congratulate  the  Boston  Poul- 
try Association  for  putting  up  such  an  exhibit 
,of  dressed  poultry  and  eggs.  No  one  feature 
of  the  show  received  such  unstinted  praise  or 


was  more  warmly  commended.  It  was  an 
object  lesson  of  incalculable  value,  and  the 
credit  of  its  remarkable  success  is  wholly  due 
to  Mr.  Rudd,  whose  personal  efforts  were 
untiring,  and  who  brought  a  well  trained  force 
of  assistants  from  his  store.  Wc  give  two 
good  photo  illustrations  of  the  exhibits,  which 
are  good,  but  still  faintly  convey  the  idea  of 
the  high  excellence  of  the  show. 

Mr.  Horace  Vose,  of  Westerly,  R.  I.,  brought 
a  box  of  young  turkeys,  dressed,  and  they 
adorned  the  arch  between  the  two  banks  of 
eggs.  Mr.  Yose  sends  a  Thanksgiving  turkey 
to  the  White  House  every  year,  and  he 
requested  that  the  best  one  in  his  "  string  " 
should  go  to  the  governor  of  Massachusetts. 
Judge  Cushman  selected  the  best  young  tom, 
which  was  adorned  with  a  "  1st  prize"  rib- 
bon, and  a  card  announcing  that  that  turkey 
was  to  be  presented  to  the  go\  ernor  upon  the 
close  of  the  show. 

Our  good  friend,  Mr.  Pollard,  of  Pollard's 
Duck  Farm,  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  was  speaking 
of  that,  and  said  "  That's  all  right,  and  I  can 
do  the  next  best  thing  by  giving  a  pair  of  my 
ducks  to  the  editor  of  Fakm-Poultry.  You 
secure  that  best  pair  of  ducks,  Saturday  night, 
31r.  Hunter,  and  tell  me  if  they  aren't  as  good 
as  any  turkey  you  ever  ate.  The  governor 
will  have  turkey,  and  I  want  the  editor  of 
Farm-Podltry  to  have  duck."  We  thanked 
him  heartily,  secured  the  ducks  as  per  instruc- 
tions, and  can  truthfully  say  that  a  more  tooth- 
some dish  than  "  Pollard's  ducks"  it  would 
not  be  easy  to  find.  If  governor  Greenhalge 
and  family  enjoyed  his  turkey  as  well  as  the 
writer  and  his  family  enjoyed  the  ducks — well, 
they  enjoyed  their  dinner.

Suggestions  Fi-oni  a  Practical  Breeder. 

Written  for  F.\rji-Pooltry. 

As  one  of  the  large  number  of  poultry  fan- 
ciers, who,  while  recognizing  the  value  of  fancy 
points  necessary  in  the  production  of  exhibi- 
tion stock,  still  endeavor  to  make  fowls  pay 
from  the  practical  (utility)  standpoint,  I  would 
like  to  make  a  suggestion  regarding  the  reports 
of  poultry  shows.  . 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  !i  report  of  a  show  is  intended  to  convey 
a  certain  amount  of  information  to  the  readers 
of  the  journals  in  which  it  appears.  What, 
then,  is  the  first  information  the  average  reader 
would  endeavor  to  gain  from  the  report? 
Ninety-nine  out  of  every  one  hundred  wish  to 
know  who  the  prize  winners  were — and  right 
here  is  where  the  average  report  fails.  To  be 
sure,  the  name  of  the  prize  winner  is  generally 
given,  but  so  often  is  the  name  accompanied 
by  no  address,  that  practically  no  information 
is  rendered. 

In  this  respect  the  show  reports  appearing 
in  Farm-Poultry  are  far  more  satisfactory 
than  those  in  most  other  poultry  journals;  and 
those  reported  by  the  members  of  the  editorial 
staft'  are  always .  satisfactory.  The  worst 
offenders  in  this  respect  are  the  secretaries  who 
report  their  own  shows — and  it  would  seem  as 
though  they,  of  all  others,  would  be  quick  to 
see  the  utter  valuelessness  of  a  report  that  leaves 
out  just  the  information  the  average  poultry- 
man  desires. 

I  am  one  of  the  many  who  having  business 
which  calls  me  daily  to  a  large  city,  raise  poul- 
try in  a  suburljau  village.  I  believe  in  breed- 
ing my  birds  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  stand- 
ard which  would  enable  them  to  succes.sfully 
compete  for  prizes,  but  never  sacrificing  util- 
ity in  the  endeavor  to  secure  fancy  points. 

While  keeping  the  practical  qualities  in 
mind  when  the  mating  season  arrives,  I  am 
also  anxious  that  any  new  blood  introduced 
shall  be  such  as  will  have  a  tendency  to  improve 
my  flock  from  a  fancier's  standpoint;  and  with 
this  idea  in  mind  the  report^  of  poultry  shows 
are  closely  scanned.  The  fact  that  John 
Smith's  Plymouth  Rocks  carry  off  the  blue 
ribbon  conveys  no  intelligible  information — but

Kiver,  the  report  is  of  some  value. 

To  exhibitors  this  is  a  matter  of  no  little  con- 
cern, and  1  would  suggest  that  they  make  au 
etlbrt  to  get  their  addresses  inserted  iu  reports 
of  all  shows  they  attend.  I5y  so  doing  they 
will  please  tliose  who  are  in  the  market  to 
purchase  high-class  breeding  stock,  and  at  the 
same  time  do  themselves  a  greater  favor  than 
they  may  think  possible. 

There  is  another  just  cause  for  complaint  on 
the  part  of  possible  purchasers  of  eggs  or 
breeding  stock  over  the  manner  in  which  most 
of  the  breeders  of  high-class  poultry  manage 
to  say  nothing  at  all  about  the  practical  quali- 
ties of  their  fowls  iu  their  catalogues  or  circu- 
lars. I  never  send  for  a  circular  unless  I  wish 
some  detiuite  information  regarding  the  stock 
it  is  supposed  to  advertise.  If  the.infonnation 
given  is  satisfactory  a  purchase  usually  fol- 
lows; but,  to  be  frank,  I  must  say  that  on 
an  average  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  circulars 
received  make  no  mention  of  the  practical 
qu.alities  of  the  fowls  advertised. 

It  is,  of  course,  very  satisfactory  to  the 
breeder  to  make  extended  mention  of  the  suc- 
cess of  his  fowls  at  different  exhibitions;  but 
to  the  recipients  of  the  circular  a  little  infor- 
mation as  to  the  actual  egg-producing  qualities 
of  his  fowls  would  be  a  very  welcome  adjunct. 
The  man  who  aims  to  make  his  hens  pay  in  a 
practical  way  would  not  think  of  buying  a 
95-point  cockerel  to  cross  on  them  if  he  knew 
the  breeder  of  that  cockerel  had  for  years  been 
sacriUciug  all  practical  qualities  in  order  to 
secure  successful  exhibition  birds. 

High-scoring  fowls  are  what  we  all  want; 
but  at  least  a  portiou  of  the  men  interested  in 
poultry  insi.rt  that  with  the  high  score  should 
come  a  record  for  practical  utility.  It  was  but  a 
few  years  ago  that  catalogues  of  the  great  herds 
of  Jersey  cattle  contained  no  records  of  butter 
producing  qualities;  but  today  no  breeder 
would  think  of  sending  out  a  catalogue  with- 
out the  butter  record  of  each  cow.  The  main 
question  with  the  Jersey  breeders  is  the  but- 
ter production  of  their  cows — and  the  reports 
of  the  live  stock  exhiliitions  show  that  the 
winners  judged  by  the  score  card  system  are 
invariably  holders  of  great  butter  records.  Xo 
breeder  would  think  of  heading  his  herd  with 
a  bull  not  from  a  great  butter  producing  family 
— and  when  the  breeders  of  poultry  reach  this 
same  basis  will  their  business  become  most 
profitable. 

I  am  not  one  of  those  who  decry  the  breed- 
ing and  raising  of  exhibition  fowls,  but  I  am 
of  the  opiuion  that  while  aiming  to  secure 
fowls  of  the  most  approved  form,  station  and 
coloring,  attention  should  also  be  paid  to 
developing  the  egg  and  meat  producing  quali- 
ties iu  the  same  ratio.  A  pen  of  high-scoring 
birds  is  ofteu  responsible  for  a  severe  attack  of 
'•  hen-fever,"  but  the  attack  is  usually  of  short 
duration  unless  the  subject  early  learns  that 
poultry  of  practical  utility  is  the  only  kind 
that  the  average  man  can  make  pay.

thought  to  have  less  stock  in  freezers  for  later 
use  than  is  generally  the  case  at  this  .season, 
holds  the  position  sti'ady ;  but  outside  of  specu- 
lative <lcmaud  the  market  i8  exceeding  dull, 
there  being  very  little  call  for  «  urreut  use.

Only  about  one  merchant  in  twenty  is  suc- 
cessful in  business.

The  West  Chester  Show. 

Special  Report  for  FARM-Pocltby. 

The  third  annual  exhibition  of  the  West 
Chester,  Pa.,  Poultry  and  Pigeon  Club  opened 
January  1st,  and  closed  Jan.  5th.  The  arrange- 
ments could  hardly  have  been  improved  upon. 

The  Tattersall,  in  which  the  show  was  held, 
is  admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose,  being 
roomy  enough  to  have  the  exhiliits  all  on  one 
floor,  and  with  lots  of  light  that  showed  the 
occupants  of  the  clean  new  cages  to  the  very 
best  advantage. 

The  judges,  P.  H.  Scudder,  of  Glen  Head, 
L.  I.,  and  Geo.  0.  Brown,  of  Baltimore,  Md., 
are  among  the  very  best,  and  the  large  entry — 
two  thousand  six  hundred  birds — W3»  rather 
due  to  their  presence  than  the  hope  to  win 
the  liberal  money  prizes  offered. 

Thejudges  did  some  great  work  in  bringing 
the  show  up  beside  the  leading  exhibitions  of 
the  country ;  and  next  year  West  Chester  will 
have  a  much  wider  reputation  than  ever  before 
among  the  breeders  of  fancy  poultry.  They 
will  know  that  premiums  received  there  are 
well  earned,  and  that  they  cannot  send  a  lot 
of  poor  birds  and  stand  any  chance  of  secur- 
ing prizes.

The  Slatted  Coop,  Again. 
By  Mr.  Huxter. 

The  sweeping  reduction  in  express  rates  is 
a  great  boon  to  poultry  raisers,  and  will 
do  more  to  promote,  (quicken) ,  the  interest  in 
purebred  poultry  than  anything  of  recent 
years.  There  is  not  a  little  misunderstanding 
of  the  express  companies'  regulations  respect- 
ing the  slatted  coop,  and  quite  a  number  of 
complaints  have  come  to  us  of  mistakes  made 
by  the  agents  at  shipping  points.  Desiring  to 
get  more  light  upon  the  subject,  we  spent  a 
day  last  week  inteniewing  superintendents 
and  general  agents  of  the  leading  companies, 
taking  a  cockerel  coop  with  us  for  a  sample. 

We  found  that  there  had  been  so  much  mis- 
understanding and  friction,  including  com- 
plaints from  shippers  and  inquiries  from 
agents,  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  rates 
had  sent  out  a  circular  letter  to  agents, 
instructing  them  that  the  restrictions  upon 
cloth  covered  coops  applied  to  coops  of  which 
the  cloth  was  manifestly  a  part  of  the  coop; 
i.  e.,  was  an  essential  part  for  conliniug  the 
bird  within  the  coop.  In  other  words,  if 
there  were  slats  enough  to  confiue  the  bird  if 
there  was  no  cloth  there,  the  cloth  was  then 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  oil"  direct 
draughts,  and  such  a  coop  came  within  the 
one-rate  rule.  If,  however,  there  was  only 
one  or  two  slats  on  the  sides,  and  gaps  of  five 
or  six  inches  above  or  below,  obviously  the 
cloth  (and  not  the  slats)  confined  the  bird,  and 
the  coop  would  be  billed  at  the  double  rate. 

We  give  above  a  photographic  engraving 
of  the  coop  we  carried  around  Boston  for  the 
better  part  of  a  day,  and  which  every  express 
superintendent  or  general  agent  that  we  inter- 
viewed said  was  "  all  right,  would  go  at  one 
rate  anywhere."  That  coop  has  cloth  sides 
and  ends,  but  outside  the  cloth,  there  are  lath 
slats  only  Ueo  inches  apart,  hence  the  slats 
confine  the  bird.  It  is  a  slatted  coop  within 
the  meaning  of  the  instructions  sent  to  the 
express  agents,  and  at  the  same  time  it  has 
the  cloth  sides  and  ends  to  prevent  direct 
draughts.  That  coop  is  20x12  inches  (outside 
measure)  20  inches  high,  is  strong  enough  to 
go  across  the  coutiuent,  and  weighs  but  nine 
pounds. 

The  writer  weighs  one  hundred  and  sixty 
pounds,  and  stepped  on  top  of  tliat  coop 
.several  times  to  demonstrate  itj*  strength ;  it 
gave  no  sign  of  weakness,  such  as  "  creaking." 
or  racking.  It  is  built  of  white  piTie  (second 
growth  pine)  sawe<l  half-inch  thick,  wbicli. 


when  planed  on  both  sides,  is  about  three- 
eighths  of  an  inch  thick,  in  other  words,  it  is 
"  box  stutf."  We  have  a  lot  of  this  stripped 
out  three  inches  wide  for  bases,  tops,  etc.,  and 
the  same  material  in  various  widths  makes  the 
bottoms.  A  strip  five  feet  long  will  make  the 
base,  two  sides  twenty  inches  long,  and  two 
ends  nine  and  a  half  inches  long;  nailing  these 
together  we  cut  four  posts  of  inch  square 
spruce,  rough  plane  them  and  nail  firmly  to 
corners  of  base,  nailing  through  each  piece; 
the  bottom  is  then  fitted  and  nailed  on,  then 
two  nine  and  a  half  inch  pieces  of  the  three 
inches  wide  box  stuft"  nailed  to  top  of  posts, 
across  the  ends ;  these  are  to  nail  the  top  slats 
to.  The  sides  of  the  top  may  be  lath  or  the 
three  inch  strips  of  boxing ;  in  the  one  here 
described  it  is  lath. 

The  cloth  is  then  measured  off  for  sides  and 
ends,  and  securely  tacked  on,  then  laths  ( clear 
of  knots)  cut  the  right  length  and  nailed  to 
corner  posts,  these  laths  being  about  two  inches 
apart.  For  the  top  we  cut  laths,  excepting 
that  we  put  on  one  three-inch  piece  to  tack  the 
tag  onto,  and  the  coop  is  complete. 

We  wish  to  state  here  publicly  that  we  have 
found  in  every  instance  that  the  superintend- 
ents and  general  agents  of  the  companies 
wanted  to  meet  this  question  in  a  fair  and 
business-like  manner :  they  have  been  courteous 
and  gentlemanly,  always.  It  is  inevitable  that 
there  should  be  misunderstanding  and  friction, 
and  among  the  tens  of  thousands  of  sub-agents 
there  may  be  some  so  stupid  or  thick-headed 
they  xi-ill  not  follow  the  instructions  sent 
them.  Let  us  be  patient,  but  at  the  same  time 
persistent  in  following  up  any  violations  of  the 
new  rule,  to  the  end  that  wrongs  may  be  set 
right  and  everything  got  to  working  smoothly, 
then  we  shall  be  prepared  to  reap  all  the  bene- 
fits accruing  from  the  lower  express  rates, 
which  will  be  a  great,  a  very  great,  boon  to 
poultry  raisers. 

It  seems  strange,  with  the  steady  demand 
for  eggs,  that  so  few  start  in  the  business  with 
the  i)urpose  of  extending  until  it  will  occupy 
their  entire  time.  There's  no  industry  oli'ering 
more  permanent  returns  than  this.  Let  it  be 
increased  as  fast  as  skill  and  experience  will 
admit,  and  the  market  will  still  be  in  advance. 
Choice  eggs  will  always  be  wanted,  and  the 
demand  is  and  will  be  far  beyond  the  supply. 
Men  cry  out  that  the  hen  doesn't  pay,  whereas 
it  is  not  given  a  chance  to  cooperate  in  any 
fair  way.  The  next  few  months  otVer  a  grand 
opi)ortunity  to  prepare  for  next  vear's  opera- 
tions ou  a  larger  scale. — Maine  Parmer. 


The  Scratching  Shed  Argument. 
By  Mh.  Hunter. 

Owing  to  press  of  work  and  other  causes, 
we  did  not  build  the  scratching  shed  houses 
we  had  planned  to  build  last  summer,  hence 
could  not  try  some  experiments  a-s  we  had 
intended;  but  that  the  scratching-shed  plan  i.^^ 
much  ahead  of  the  closed  house  plan  we  believe 
more  and  more  strongly  a.s  the  merits  of  the 
open  front  scrat<hing  shed  are  not<;d.  Our 
young  man  reportttd  the  thirty  birds  housed 
in  our  one  scratching  shed  house  the  healthiest, 
free  from  colds,  and  doing  the  best  laying  of 
any  on  the  farm,  giving  us  over  twenty  eggs  a 
day,  and  on  that  day  (a  cold  day  early  in  -Jan- 
uary) the  thirty  birds  had  laid  twenty-five 
eggs.  One  swallow  doesn't  make  a  summer, 
and  one  day's  record  doesn't  prove  a  point ; 
and  the  fact  that  a  pen  of  fifteen  of  our  Lt. 
Brahmas  laid  twelve  eggs  on  that  day  would 
show  that  other  birds  were  laying  well:  but 
the  statistics  show  that  the  scratching-shed 
family  is  laying  about  ten  per  cent  better  than 
any  of  the  others,  week  in  and  week  out,  and 
over  twenty  per  cent  better  than  the  average 
of  all.  We  wish  allot  our  birds  were  housed 
in  scratching  shed  houses ! 

The  point  was  well  illustrated  in  a  personal 
letter  from  the  lady  who  wrote  "  A  Lady's 
Letter,"  in  March  1st,  '95  F.-P.  Jlrs.  K. 
writes:  "You  are  always  interested,  I  know, 
in  experiments  in  the  poultry  line,  so  I  am 
going  to  tell  you  about  mine.  Last  winter  I 
cottoned  up  the  windows  of  my  hen  houses, 
banked  all  around,  made  them  just  as  warm 
as  possible,  and  still  the  fowls  had  provoking 
colds  all  winter,  never  too  sick  to  eat  or  lay, 
but  'just  mi/zable,'  and  often  with  swelled 
faces.  I  .spent  many  a  winter  evening  dosing 
them  when  I  would  much  rather  have  sat  by 
the  open  fire  reading  Fakm-Polltky. 

"  This  .September  I  selected  half  my  flock  and 
housed  it  as  before,  shutting  them  up  carefully 
at  night  and  on  cold  or  wet  days.  The  other 
half  I  allowed  to  continue  to  roost  in  an  open 
wagon  shed ,  with  the  run  of  the  farm  when 
the  snow  was  oflf.  Even  when  the  thermome- 
ter went  down  to  zero  in  the  cold  snap  we  had 
in  December,  I  only  hung  some  old  horse 
blankets  in  front  of  them.  Here  is  the  result. 
Those  in  the  house  have  had  colds  from  time  to 
time ;  those  out  in  the  shed  not  a  sign  of  one. 
The  housed  ones  have  not  quite  so  handsome  a 
gloss  on  their  plumage  as  the  outsiders,  nor 
quite  so  large  frames,  but  are  a  good  deal 
heavier.  The  out  door  cockerels  got  their 
combs  just  the  least  bit  touched  by  the  frost. 
I  find  that  those  out>iile  cat  a  great  deal  more 
than  those  inside.  The  outsiders  began  to  lay 
first  by  almost  a  month,  but  after  the  others 
dill  begin  the  two  lots  haven't  varied  on  an 
average.  I  think  1  prefer  keeping  them  out 
so  far;  l)ut  the  nest  three  months  may  .tell  a 
dilTerent  story." 

There  is  the  open-front  scratching-shed  argu- 
ment clearly  and  convincingly  stated.  That 
earlier  laying,  more  glossy  plumage,  better 
health,  is  proof  positive  of  the  advantages  of 
fresh  air,  and  exercise  in  the  open  air,  for 
fowls.  If  Mrs.  K.  had  alternating  roosting 
laying  pens  and  open-front  sheds,  as  shown  in 
plans  in  May  1st  Farm-Poi  ltry,  she  would 
have  no  fear  of  frosted  combs,  because  the 
birds  would  have  the  snug,  warm  house  for  a 
bedroom,  ami  could  get  all  the  fn-sh  air  and 
exercise  in  the  open  air  in  the  sheds  during  the 
day. 

The  open-front  scratching  shed  is  a  long 
step  forward. 

The  Market  Stock. 

If  some  farmers  could  visit  the  market*  of 
the  large  cities,  and  inspect  the  stock  of  poul- 
try on  the  stills,  there  would  l>e  quite  a  revo- 
lution in  the  methods  of  marketing  poultry, 
stand  by  one  of  the  stalls  sind  watch  the 
buyers.  '  No  matter  how  high  the  stalls  may 
be  piled  with  dres>ed  carcasses,  the  customer 
will  >urely  ■select  and  pick  out  the  best ;  and 
when  the  choice  ones  are  sold,  the  merchiint 
will  begin  to  sell  otf  the  inferior  stock  at  anv 
price  he  can  get;  for  he  cannot  compete  with 
better  stock  that  may  be  on  neighboring  stalls, 
and  because  he  knows  that  every  day  in  w.-uin 
weather  lessens  the  value.  Xow  the  ones  who 
owned  the  choice  stock  will  not  complain 
when  they  receive  their  returns,  but  those  who 
sent  the  "inferior  stock  will  l>e  the  first  to 
decliire  that  it  does  not  pay  to  market  poultry. 
It  is  a  fact  that  the  larger  shan'  of  poultry 
reaching  the  market  is  inferior,  and  when  a 
commission  merchant  receives  s  choice  lot  he 
will  not  for^ret  from  whom  it  came,  and  will 
endeavor  to  secure  his  tnide  and  procure  for 
him  the  highest  prices. — Mirror  and  Farmer.

By  Mr.  Hunter. 

In  Parm-Poultey,  Decembei'  1st  last,  we 
gave  an  accouutof  a  visit  to  two  large  poultry 
farms  run  upon  the  "colony  plau,"  —  Mr. 
Hamblin's,  Mattapoisett,  and  Mr.  Howlaud's, 
Fairhaven,  with  illustratious  of  the  houses  of 
each,  and  description  of  their  methods  of  oper- 
ating, and  said  :  "  We  have  made  this  story 
longer  than  we  intended,  and  mu.st  leave  the 
consideration  of  the  advantages  and  disadvant- 
ages of  the  colony  plan  for  another  article." 
We  vrish  now  to  consider  some  of  those 
advantages  and  disadvantages. 

It  could  be  stated  roughly  that  the  advant- 
ages are  economy  of  house  construction, 
complete  isolation  of  each  family,  and  free 
range.  We  feel  bound  to  say  we  believe  the 
lessened  cost  of  construction  is  more  than 
counterbalanced  by  the  enhanced  cost  of 
operation.  The  greater  cost  of  construction 
of  long  houses  and  yards  demands  an  imme- 
diate investment  of  money,  requires  more 
ready  capital  at  the  start,  while  the  increased 
cost  of  operation  is  an  annual  tax,  a  year  iu 
and  year  out  expenditure  of  time  and  muscle. 
True  it  is  usually  the  muscle  of  a  hired  man 
and  horse,  but  hired  men's  wages  eat  into  the 
income  rapidly,  and  horses  have  to  be  fed ; 
hence  we  feel  bound  to  say  frankly  that  the 
largest  advantages  are  on  the  side  of  the  long 
house  plan. 

We  have  visited  several  colony  plan  farms. 
Mr.  Hayward's,  Hancock,  ST.  H.,  (described 
in  May,  1892,  Farm-Poultry)  ;  Mr.  Wil- 
bour's.  Little  Compton,R.  I. ;  "Tanglewood," 
East  Greenwich,  R.  I.,  (now  defunct) ;  and 
others  besides  Mr.  Hamblin's  and  Mr.  Hov^'- 
land's. 


Mr.  Hayward's  House. 


Mr.  Hayward's  is  furthest  north,  and  being 
far  back  from  the  seashore,  is  much  more 
affected  by  snow  and  cold  than  the  others 
mentioned,  which  are  close  upon  tide  water 
and  practically  free  from  the  invasion  of  snow, 
which  must  mean  considerable  in  the  expense 
of  operating.  Mr.  Hayvrard's  buildings  are 
scattered  over  half  a  mile  or  more  of  rocky 
hillside,  and  the  labor  of  "  breaking  roads  "  to 
them  in  such  a  snowy,  blowy  winter  as  we 
had  last  winter  must  be  a  heavy  handicap. 
The  houses  (we  give  the  illustration  again), 
are  "  A "  shaped,  eight  feet  square  on  the 
ground,  and  house  a  family  of  twelve  birds 
each.  As  he  has  about  three  hundred  of  these 
houses  set  about  one  hundred  feet  apart,  and 
told  us  they  cost  about  f  8  apiece,  that  means 
an  investment  of  but  $2,400  of  cash  to  house 
three  thousand  six  hundred  head  of  fowls.  It 
would  be  well  to  note  here  that  Mr.  Hay  ward 
only  claimed  to  clear  about  one  dollar  apiece 
on  each  fowl. 

Mr.  Hamblin's  houses  are  8  x  12,  and 
intended  to  house  forty  birds  in  each;  while 
Mr.  Rowland's  houses  are  11  x  14  (average, 
they  vary  a  trifle),  and  he  houses  twenty  birds 
iu  each.  Mr.  Wilbour's  houses  average  about 
8  X  10,  and  he  houses  twentj'-five  to  thirty 
head  in  each.  We  feel  bound  to  say  (as  did 
Mr.  Howland  when  we  were  discussing  Mr. 
Hamblin's  plans) ,  that  we  believe  better  all- 
around  results  and  better  profit  per  hen  can 
be  obtained  from  twenty  birds  in  a  family 
than  thirty  or  forty  in  the  same  house  room. 
Mr.  Howland,  a  veteran  of  many  years  expe- 
rience, was  emphatic  in  saying  that  he  could 
get  fully  as  many  eggs  in  a  year  from  twenty 
birds  in  a  house  as  he  could  from  forty  in  the 
same  house.  In  the  one  case  he  had  bought 
the  food  for  twenty  birds,  and  in  the  other  for 
forty ;  the  egg  yield  being  practically  the  same, 
the  net  profit  is  the  greater  with  twenty  birds. 


A  Simple  and  Cheap  Open  Front 
Scratching  Shed. 

This  is  a  digression,  perhaps  a  justifiable 
one,  and  we  are  prompted  to  make  another  to 
speak  of  open  front  scratching  sheds,  which 
could  be  so  easily  and  cheaply  added  to  the 
Hamblin,  Howland  and  Wilbour  type  of  house. 
A  simple  lean  to  roof,  with  a  west  wall  (say) 
three  feet  high,  and  a  north  end  (as  shown  in 
the  illustration)  would  cost  but  very  little, 
and  would  be  of  immense  advantage  for  giving 
the  birds  fresh  air  and  exercise  in  the  open 
air.  With  such  an  open  front  shed  8  x  8  or 
8  X  10,  those  houses  would  easily  carry  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  fowls ;  and  we  feel  certain  they 
would  lay  enough  more  eggs  to  pay  for  the 
shed  every  year. 

We  stated  at  the  outset  that  the  apparent 
advantages  of  the  colony  plan  were :  1st.  — 
Economy  of  housing ;  2d.  —  Complete  isolation 
of  each  family;  3d.— Free  range.  The  cheaper 
construction  will  be  conceded  without  discus- 
sion; the  cheaply  built  (not  permanent)  houses, 
without  yards,  cost  very  much  less  per  head  of 
fowls  housed  than  the  substantially  built  long 
houses  and  yards.  But,  as  we  said  above,  this 
apparent  advantage  is  fully  counterbalanced  by 
the  greater  labor  of  feeding  and  caring  for  the 
fowls;  the  long  house  plan  requires  more 
capital  put  into  buildings  at  the  outset,  but 
minimizes  the  expenditure  of  labor;  the 
colony  plan  requires  less  capital  at  the  outset, 
but  exacts  the  maximum  of  labor. 

The  complete  isolation  of  each  family  is  not 
so  certain  as  some  would  think  unless  the 
houses  are  two  hundred  or  more  feet  apart.  A 
fowl  will  take  a  notion  to  "  go  visiting,"  and 
enters  another  flock ;  or  she  may  wander  so 
far  in  search  of  insects,  etc.,  that  she  doesn't 
know  which  of  the  three  or  four  houses  near- 
est her  (all  alike)  is  hers,  and  goes  to  the 
wrong  one.  This  is  of  little  consequence  if  all 
are  in  good  health;  if  biddy  lays  iu  house 
number  one,  or  number  two,  or  three,  or  four, 
'tis  all  the  same  to  the  owner. 

In  case  of  an  outbreak  of  disease,  however, 
if  it  can  be  confined  to  one  house  much  is 
gained.  Can  this  be  done?  Take  roup,  one 
of  our  worst  scourges,  for  example.  We  have 
been  told  of  a  case  in  Hammonton,  N.  J., 
where  a  broiler-man  lost  thi'ee  thousand 
chickens  in  one  season  from  roup,  which  he 
claimed  was  brought  from  a  neighbor's 
brooder  house,  either  in  the  clothing  or  in  the 
dirt  adhering  to  the  shoes  of  a  visitor.  With 
our  present  hazy  knowledge  of  roup  we  will 
not  say  such  a  case  is  not  possible ;  we  would 
rather  say  that  it  is  barely  possible,  but  highly 
improbable.  If,  however,  the  contagion  was 
so  carried  to  the  Hammonton  man's  brooder 
house,  it  could  be  similarly  carried  from  one 
house  to  all  the  others  of  a  colony  farm,  pro- 
vided, as  is  usually  the  case,  the  one  attendant 
went  to  all  in  turn.  In  "  Hens  by  the  Acre," 
in  the  Rural  New-  Yorker  for  December  21st, 
Mr.  Collingwood  tells  us  about  a  colony  plan 
farm  in  Orange  county.  New  York,  where  one 
thousand  hens  are  kept,  and  says:  —  "The 
reason  why  we  have  not  heard  from  the  place 
is  that  a  scourge  of  roup  swept  through  the 
flock  last  year,  and  Mr.  Mapes  has  been  so 
busy  clearing  it  out  that  he  has  had  no  time  to 
talk.  Now  that  the  disease  has  been  about 
wiped  out,  he  is  going  to  tell  us  how  he  did  it." 
As  these  fowls  were  kept  in  flocks  of  forty,  in 
colony  plan  houses  scattered  over  a  rocky  hill- 
side, and  the  "  scourge  of  roup  swept  through 
them,"  it  would  look  as  though  the  complete 
isolation  was  more  apparent  than  real.  We 
shall  watch  for  the  continuation  of  Mr.  Col- 
lingwood's  story  with  much  interest; 

The  other  advantage  we  have  to  consider  is 
free  range, —  and  we  have  strong  doubts  about 
this  being  an  advantage.  Mr.  Josiah  Quincy 
tells  us  in  his  excellent  little  book  on  "  Soiling," 
that  the  most  profitable  method  of  conducting 
a  milk  farm  is  to  keep  the  cows  confined  in 
the  stable  constantly,  excepting  (say)  a  couple 
of  hours  in  mid  forenoon  and  a  couple  of  hours 


in  mid  afternoon,  for  healthful  exercise ;  just 
suflicient  exercise  to  promote  digestion  and 
keep  the  cows  in  good  health.  He  tells  us  the 
largest  possible  milk  flow  will  be  promoted  by 
this  method,  and  no  food  energy  wasted  in 
"  ranging."  Just  so  with  fowls,  if  kept  for 
profit.  Just  enough  exercise  in  the  open  air 
to  promote  digestion  and  the  turning  of  the 
food  energy  into  eggs,  is  the  best  method  ;  and 
we  firmly  believe  the  semi-confinement  plau  is 
that  method.  By  semi-confinement  we  mean 
having  a  roosting-laying  room,  adjoining  it  an 
open  front  scratching  shed,  and  extending 
south  (preferably)  from  this  pen  and  shed  a 
yard  sufficiently  large  to  give  each  fowl  from 
seventy-five  to  one  hundred  square  feet  of 
yard  room.  (See  house  plan  in  Blay  1st, '95; 
and  "  Yards  and  Fences,"  in  August  1st,  '95, 
Farm-Poultry).  By  this  plan  the  energies 
of  the  fowl  are  conserved  and  turned  into  egg 
production  —  i.  e.,  into  profit,  instead  of  being 
dissipated  in  wide  ranging.  If  the  object  is 
"  long  life,"  we  say  unhesitatingly  that  the 
free-range  plan  is  the  better  —  but  ive  don't 
keep  fowls  to  see  how  long  we  can  make  them 
live.  On  our  farm  we  intend  to  get  the  best 
possible  egg  yield  for  ten  or  eleven  months 
after  the  fowls  reach  laying  maturity,  and  then 
turn  them  ofi'  to  market,  to  make  room  for 
another  generation  of  eager  layers.  It  is  well 
known  that  pullets  are  the  great  egg  pro- 
ducers. It  is  true  year  old  hens  lay  well,  but 
no  one  denies  that  pullets  lay  better;  hence, 
we  argue,  it  is  better  to  get  the  hens  out  of 
the  way,  even  if  they  are  still  laying,  and  give 
their  places  to  well  matured  pullets.  Then 
keep  these  pullets  on  the  semi-confinement 
plan,  get  the  best  possible  egg  yield  from  them 
till  the  room  is  again  wanted  for  the  incoming 
layers,  and  so  on  year  after  year.  We  believe 
there  is  a  much  better  profit  iu  fowls  kept  iu 
this  manner  than  iu  fowls  kept  by  the  colony 
plan. 

Crosses  or  Thoroughbreds  ? 

Most  persons  who  have  made  a  study  of 
poultry,  understand  that  cross-bred  birds  are 
often  excellent  for  practical  jjurposes.  It  is 
also  pretty  well  understood  what  crosses  are 
best  for  early  chicks,  or  good  layers.  "With 
many  farmers  the  practical  use  of  crosses 
ceases  to  be  profitable,  because  it  is  carried 
beyond  a  point  where  the  system  will  sustain 
first  results.  Crosses  are  most  excellent  for 
earliness  and  other  qualities  in  the  first  cross ; 
but  when  we  breed  from  the  crosses  we  make 
an  experiment  in  every  case,  as  once  the  fixed 
type  is  crossed,  reversion  follows,  and  we  have 
mongrels.  We  are  told  that  many  of  our  best 
breeds  are  the  result  of  judicious  crosses. 
Quite  true,  but  they  have  been  carefully 
selected  until  the  type  is  fixed,  and  while  the 
ultimate  result  is  most  satisfactory,  the  process 
was  not  a  practically  paying  one,  except  in  the 
result. 

The  breeds  we  have  are  good  enough,  and  if 
we  will  use  them,  they  will  pay;  and  that  is 
what  the  practical  poultry  keeper  is  after. 
No  one  in  business  but  wants  to  make  success 
as  assured  as  possible,  and  eliminate  all  things 
of  an  experimental  character ;  therefore  we 
wish  fowls  that  will  lireed  true  and  perpetuate 
the  qualities  we  require.  Pure  breeds  will  do 
this;  mongrels  and  crosses  will  not.  If  we 
wish  profitable  crosses,  then  we  must  keep 
pure  fowls  for  that  purpose;  but  after  the  first 
cross,  no  birds  or  eggs  should  come  near  our 
breeding  yards. 

Regarding  the  qualities  of  breeds,  there  is 
much  in  management  and  feed.  Leghorns  can 
be  made  fat  and  to  sit ;  and  broody  breeds,  like 
the  Cochin,  can  be  made  not  to  sit,  and  to 
exceed  the  breed  record  in  eggs.  There  is  a 
characteristic  tendency  in  all  breeds,  and 
handled  along  that  line,  they  will  exceed  other 
breeds  handled  the  same;  but  taken  "all 
around,"  there  is  not  so  much  difl'erence  in  the 
practical  paying  qualities  as  we  are  often  led 
to  suppose.  Pure  breeds  —  outside  of  their 
breed  value — pay  the  best.  With  eggs  and 
chicks  sold  at  market  rates,  they  will  exceed 
mongrels,  and  above  all,  of  chicks  hatched, 
more  will  produce  stock  up  to  a  paying  stand- 
ard.—  Sural  yew-  Yorker.

A  Welcome  Messenger. 

The  followiug  was  clipped  from  a  newspaper 
and  sent  to  us  by  a  lover  of  iloniiug  pigeons, 
for  our  criticism : 

'•The  other  day  a  tiny  bird  tapped  at  the 
window  of  Mrs.  Xanseu's  home  at  Christiana. 
Instantly  the  window  was  opened,  and  the 
wife  of  the  famous  Arctic  explorer  in  another 
moment  covered  the  little  messenger  with 
kisses  and  caresses.  The  carrier  pigeon  had 
been  away  from  the  cottage  thirty  long  months, 
but  it  had  not  forgotten  the  way  home.  It 
brought  a  note  from  Xausen,  stating  that  all 
was  going  well  with  him  and  his  expedition 
in  the  polar  regions. 

About  two  and  a  half  years  ago  the  Fran 
left  European  waters  for  a  trip  to  the  north 
pole.  From  the  day  when  she  entered  the 
black  sea  of  the  north,  no  word  has  been 
received.  It  is  conjectured  the  vessel  is  some- 
where near  the  pole;  but  during  two  long 
years  of  silence  the  friends  of  the  explorer 
heard  nothing  until  a  day  or  two  ago.  One 
day  last  month  Xausen  took  a  carrier  pigeon, 
fastened  a  missive  to  it,  and  let  the  bird  go. 
The  frail  courier  darted  out  into  the  blizzardy 
air.  It  tlew  like  an  arrow  over  a  thousand 
miles  of  frozen  waste,  and  then  sped  forward 
over  another  thousand  miles  of  ocean,  plain 
and  forests,  and  one  morning  entered  the 
window  of  the  waiting  mistress  and  delivered 
its  message  of  love  she  had  been  awaiting  so 
anxiously. 

We  boast  of  human  pluck,  sagacity  and 
endurance;  but  this  loving  little  carrier  pigeon 
in  its  homeward  flight,  after  an  absence  of 
thirty  months,  has  accomplished  a  feat  so 
wonderful  that  we  can  only  give  ourselves  up 
to  the  amazement  and  admiration  which  must 
overwhelm  every  one  when  this  marvelous 
story  is  told.  Mrs.  Nausen's  pigeon  is  one  of 
the  wonders  of  the  world." 

To  rob  this  beautiful  story  of  any  degree  of 
accuracy  seems  almost  cruei,  but  as  we  are 
asked  for  au  opinion  we  will  draw  what  con- 
clusions we  can  from  our  own  experfence  and 
that  of  others,  and  leave  the  story  as  who(6  as 
possible.  To  be  frank,  we  have  to  manipulate 
it  in  every  direction,  and  then  it  remains 
unacceptable,  although  we  cannot  help  giving 
the  Homing  pigeon  more  credit  for  abilities 
natural  to  them,  than  the  majority  of  people 
are  apt  to  realize.  Is  there  any  reason  to 
believe  a  pigeon  possessing  all  the  qualifications 
necessary  in  excessive  journeys  of  flight,  less 
able  to  perform  a  flight  of  a  thousand  miles, 
than  a  tiny  swallow  or  other  birds  of  passage? 

Mr.  Kalm,  in  "  Xatural  History,"  supporting 
many  arguments  of  the  above  nature,  informs 
us  he  has  seen  birds  at  sea  nine  hundred  and 
twenty  miles  from  any  land.  If  this  be  so,  we 
must  not  throw  aside  every  degree  of  pos- 
sibility. The  principal  objection  to  accepting 
the  story  of  Mrs.  Xauseu's  pigeon,  is  the  barren 
and  almost  impassable  territory  the  poor  bird 
had  to  cover  in  order  to  regain  its  home.  That 
the  memory  and  courage  would  support  it  in 
its  task,  we  have  no  doubt.  A  friend,  of  long 
experience  and  un(|uestioned  reputation  once 
told  us,  in  sending  an  old  cock  bird  to  be  used 
by  us  as  a  breeder,  "  I  would  be  willing  to 
have  this  old  forager  liberated  fifteen  hundred 
miles  from  my  house  in  Xew  York, and  should 
rest  assured  he  would  turn  up  again  if  the 
house  was  in  its  original  location." 

"  Manhattan,"  a  bird  now  breeding  in  our 
own  coop,  formerly  owned  by  a  member  of  the 
Manhattan  yacht  clul),  was  put  in  a  box  and 
carried  four  hundred  and  eighty  miles  out  to 
sea,  turneil  loose  at.')  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 
that  night  he  was  on  his  perch  as  usual  for  the 
evening  meal.  lie  never  liefore  this  was  a 
mile  on  the  water,  and  this  was  done  for 
experiment.  Our  black  checiuer  cock,  "  The 
Friar,"  though  bred  in  Fngland,  was  u.sed  by 
the  Belgian  government ;  and  we  are  told  by 


Adam  Scufert  himself,  an  ex-olHcial  in  the 
army  of  Germany,  ''  Kvcry  bird  retained  as  a 
breeder  must  fly  six  hundred  miles  three  times 
in  one  year,  to  be  acceptable."  A  return  is 
reported  from  World's  fair,  Chicago,  to  Lynn, 
Mass.  Also,  we  know  of  one  from  Mont- 
gomery, Ala.,  to  Fall  River,  Mass.,  eleven 
hundred  and  forty-three  miles  air  line.  In 
conclusion,  we  must  admit  while  the  proba- 
bility of  actual  flight  of  Mrs.  Nausen's  bird 
seems  almost  unacceptable,  the  bare  possibility 
is  in  some  respects  within  the  bounds  of  reason 
To  quote  the  stories  we  have  read  on  the 
subject  of  Homing  pigeons,  would  fill  Farm- 
rouLTRY  for  a  whole  year  —  but  to  repeat 
only  one  experience  we  ourselves  have  had 
may  prove  interesting,  because  it  is  true. 
Referring  to  courage,  which  we  believe  the 
main  propeller  of  a  good  Homer,  we  will 
quote  performances  of  our  hen,  "  Old  Topsy,' 
now  on  the  retired  list.  We  have  sold  this 
bird  thirteen  times,  each  time  cautioning  the 
buyer  she  would  return  to  us  if  she  ever  got 
a  chance.  Parties  would  keep  her  confined 
until  they  got  a  pair  of  young,  then  thinking 
she  would  stay,  would  give  her  her  liberty  — 
but  each  time  she  would  surely  return  to  us. 
Once  she  returned  after  an  absence  of  seven 
months,  from  Littleton,  Pa.  We  returned  the 
open  band  she  bore  to  her  owner,  and  asked 
that  she  be  allowed  to  remain  at  home,  which 
was  finally  granted.  Some  time  afterward  a 
friend  in  Somerville  wanted  her  to  breed  a 
few  young  ones,  and  we  were  mean  enough  to 
let  her  go  again.  This  person  sold  her  to  J. 
C.  AVait,  Lynn,  Mass.,  who  bred  some  good 
birds  from  her,  and  one  Sunday  at  eleven 
o'clock  stamped  his  address  on  her  flight 
feathers  and  let  her  out.  In  less  than  fifteen 
piinutes  she  was  at  her  old  home  iu  Me^^lford, 
after  an  absence  of  sixteen  months.  We 
advised  Mr.  Wait  of  her  arrival,  stating  it  was 
the  thirteenth  time  she  had  returned  to  us.  He 
kindly  relinquished  all  claim  to  her,  and  asked 
us  never  to  sell  her  again.  We  promised,  and 
here  she  is,  and  has  surely  demonstrated  cour- 
age is  a  most  essential  element,  and  confidence 
another  in  the  make  up  of  our  best  birds  — 
and  when  we  stop  to  think  we  can  hardly 
doubt  anything,  even  the  story  of  Mrs.  Nau- 
sen's messenger. 


A  Carrier  Pigeon  Post. 

We  clip  the  following  from  European  edi- 
tion of  the  Herald : 

"  At  the  request  of  M.  Laroche,  resident 
general  of  Madagascar,  the  pigeon  flying 
society  of  Toulouse  has  placed  a  number  of 
birds  at  his  disposal.  These  will  be  used, 
concurrently  with  the  telegraph,  as  an  adjunct 
to  the  postal  communication  between  Tama- 
tave  and  Antananarivo,  a  distance  for  a  carrier 
pigeon  of  three  hundred  kilometres. 

"  As  iu  every  new  country  rapid  connnunica- 
tion  is  extremely  diflicult,  a  carrier  pigeon 
post,  says  the  Petit  Journal,  will  be  of  the 
greatest  service.  The  experiment  has  already 
been  tried  between  .\in-Sefra,  Sud-Oranais 
and  Timbuctoo  by  M.  Xaudin,  a  native  of 
Toulouse.  31.  Laroche's  pigeons  will  be 
shipped  from  France."

It  has  been 
seven  or  eight  years  since  there  has  been  any 
attempt  to  hold  a  show  in  Boston,  because  the 
last  shows' that  were  held  there  left  such  a 
decidedly  b.ad  odor  behind  them. 

Boston  is  probably  the  best  place  in  Amer- 
ica in  which  to  hold  a  great  show.  It  is  the 
commercial  capital  of  jSTew  England  —  and 
New  England  has  taken  the  lead  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  poultry  breeding  for  the  past 
fifty  years.  New  England  "  has  the  stuflf ; " 
there  is  no  doubt  whatever  about  that.  All 
America  looks  to  New  England  when  it  wants 
to  "  buy  the  best." 

This  being  acknowledged,  (and  no  one  who 
rightly  understands  the  matter  will  question 
it)  it  is  surprising  that  Boston  has  had  no  show 
for  years ;  but  it  was  purely  a  question  of  man- 
agement. The  gentlemen  who  got  together  to 
ask  why  Boston  had  no  poultry  show,  quickly 
satisfied  themselves  that  there  were  excellent 
reasons  for  believing  a  great  show  could  be 
successfully  held  in  Boston,  provided  the  right 
men  handled  it — hence  it  was  only  a  question 
of  organizing  a  new  association  out  of  the 
abundant  material  at  hand,  and  having  it  com- 
posed of  gentlemen.  By  that  we  do  not  mean 
men  of  large  means  and  aliundaut  leisure — but 
men  in  whom  the  poultry  public  had  con- 
fidence. The  association  was  formed  wholly 
outside  the  old  "  set  ;"  a  compact,  mobile 
executive  committee  was  chosen  which  could 
"  get  together"  readily,  and  the  members  of 
which  were  self-poised  enough  to  harmonize 
differences  (if  differences  arose) ,  and  the  result 
is  seen  in  the  largest  and  best  show  ever  held 
in  America,  and  the  greatest  financial  success 
of  any  show  anywhere;  every  expense  was 
provided  for  by  cash  in  hand  some  time  before 
the  end  of  the  week,  and  the  doors  closed 
Saturday  night  with  every  bill  paid  and  a 
decidedly  comfortable  balance  in  the  bank,  and 
without  drawing  upon  a  dollar  of  the  guaranty 
fund ! 

The  moral  of  this  is  obvious.  Put  business 
affairs  into  the  hands  of  gentlemen  in  \vbose 
integrity  and  executive  ability  the  public  have 
confidence,  and  the  public  will  applaud  and 
support.  The  public  applauded  and  sup- 
ported the  Boston  show,  and  the  universal  cry 
is,  "  Do  it  again."  Boston  should  have  (we 
have  no  doubt  will  have)  an  annu.al  show,  and 
such  a  show  will  be  a  most  important  pro- 
moter of  the  poultry  interest.  We  all  have 
that  interest  at  heart,  we  all  want  that  interest 
nourished,  fed,  and  so  we  say  to  the  gentlemen 
of  the  Boston  Poultry  Association,  "Encore! 
Encore !  I   Encore ! ! ! " 

Our  Market  Review. 

We  are  again  in  receipt  of  inquiries  as  to 
why  our  market  report  varies  so  greatly  from 
the  Boston  Produce  Exchange  report  of  the 
same  date.  The  reason  is  the  Faem-Pouttry 
report  is,  of  necessity,  made  up  some  ten  days 
to  two  weeks  before  the  subscribers  read  it, 
and  in  a  period  of  rapid  increase  in  supply  of 
eggs  (as  last  month,  largely  due  to  the  unusu- 
ally favorable  weather),  when  prices  are 
rapidly  falling,  our  report  is  several  cents  out 
of  the  way.  In  a  paper  printing  thirty  thou- 
sand (or  more)  copies  each  number,  from 
electrotype  plates,  it  is  necessary  to  have  the 
forms  completed  a  week  to  ten  days  before 
date  of  issue;  hence  we  see  nothing  for  it  but 
to  print  a  belated  market  report,  or  print  none 
at  all.  It  is  equally  at  fault  on  the  rising  mar- 
ket in  summer  and  fall  —  and  the  shipper  gets 
a  better  price  than  our  delayed  quotations; 
but  that  doesn't  comfort  him  in  the  winter, 
when  prices  are  falling  rapidly,  and  he  gets 
two  or  three,  or  five  cents  less  than  our  quo- 
tations. 

We  think  it  betterto  drop  the  market  review 
and  gain  the  space  for  something  better,  (we 
sadly  need  the  space),  but  will  ask  our  read- 
ers to  give  us  their  opinion  upon  it. 

Is  the  F.-P.  market  report  of  any  value  to 
you?   Do  you  want  it  continued?

As  Another  Saw  It. 

The  senior  editor  ol  this  paper  made  some 
criticisms  upon  the  Boston  show  management 
in  his  report  of  the  show.  After  his  comments 
were  written  and  in  type,  we  have  the  Ameri- 
can Fancier  ot  3 axMaxy  25th,  which  contains 
the  following : 

"  While  there  are  (were?)  some  few  people 
that  didn't  take  kindly  to  the  Boston  show 
when  it  was  first  announced,  all  the  kicking 
they  could  do  did  not  avail  them  much.  They 
gradujilly  fell  in  line,  even  if  they  didn't  like 
it,  and  today  they  are  no  doubt  consideraljly 
wiser,  and  w  e  trust  that  before  the  next  Bos- 
ton show  is  .announced  there  will  be  such  a 
prevalence  of  harmony  and  good  fellowship, 
and  true  fanciers'  spirit,  that  not  a  single 
obstacle  will  be  placed  in  the  p.ath  of  the  man- 
agement. 

"  The  latter  deserve  unqualified  praise  for 
their  h.ard  work,  and  no  one  deserves  more  of 
it  than  Arthur  E.  Sharpe,  the  superintendent. 
He  worked  like  a  beaver,  and  was  at  his  post 
at  all  times,  ready  to  handle  everybody  and 
everything  that  came  along.  He  was  .ably  sec- 
onded by  William  Ellery  Bright,  G.  W.  Cro- 
mack,  C.  Minot  Weld,  Walter  C.  Baylies  and 
Frederick  Tudor.  Mechanics'  Building  is  a 
very  large  one,  with  ample  floor  spaces  In  the 
lower  and  upper  floors,  besides  having  a  very 
satisfactory  room  for  the  cat  exhibit.  The 
latter  was  rather  a  feature  of  the  combined 
show,  and  many  a  stray  half-dollar  that  went 
into  the  treasury  can  be  attributed  to  the  draw- 
ing powers  of '  Pussy.' 

"  The  show  was  well  advertised,  a  string  of 
six  burros  being  paraded  around  the  city,  each 
animal  having  a  ctige  on  its  back,  containing 
either  fowls,  pigeons  or  cats.  It  was  well  that 
these  four-footers  tramped  the  streets  with 
their  living  advertisements  of  the  show  on 
their  backs,  for  the  daily  papers  of  the  Hub 
gave  the  exhibition  very  poor  support.  In 
fact,  such  meagre  comments  as  found  in  Boston 
dailies  it  has  seldom  been  our  lot  to  see.  Still 
the  people  flocked  to  the  exhibition  in  great 
numbers,  and  a  very  neat  surplus  is  now  in 
the  treasury  of  the  Boston  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation. 

"  The  poultry  papers  were  well  represented, 
notably  Farm-Poultry.  The  latter  had  a 
splendid  booth,  nicely  decorated,  and  pre- 
sided over  by  Mr.  Dougherty,  ably  seconded 
by  a  young  lady,  while  editors  Hunter  and 
Boyer  were  on  hand  constantly,  picking  up 
news  and  writing  up  reports  of  the  great 
show.'' 

Thanks,  Bro.  Drevenstedt.  Farm-Poultry 
lifts  its  hat  in  acknowledgment  of  the  compli- 
ment, and  joins  you  in  the  "  kick "  at  the 
Boston  papers.  The  string  of  burros  was  iill 
right, —  was  a  good  advertisement  so  far  as  it 
went — but  good  commonsensible  notices  in 
the  papers  would  have  brought  three  or  four 
thousand  more  people  to  Mechanics'  Hall,  and 
increased  the  "  neat  surplus  now  in  the 
treasury"  by  $1,500  to  $2,000.  More  than 
that,  the  treasury  surplus  is  the  least  important 
thing.  The  great  thing  is  the  promotion  of, 
the  healthy  growth  of,  the  interest  in  poultry, 
and  in  this  one  thing  (much  as  they  did,  and 
they  did  very  much),  the  Boston  Association 
fell  short  of  the  best  success;  they  did  not 
quite  reach  "  high  C !  " 

The  unqualified  praise  of  the  management 
will  touch  a  responsive  cord  in  every  one;  the 
compliments  bestowed  upon  it  on  every  hand 
were  richly  deserved.  Especially  is  this  true 
of  Mr.  Arthur  Sharpe,  the  superintendent, 
who  carried  everything  along  with  a  strength 
and  vigor  it  was  a  delight  to  see,  suggesting  a 
mighty  flood,  as  a  noble  river  bank-full. 

As  to  the  "  few  people  that  didn't  take 
kindly  to  the  Boston  show  when  it  was  first 
announced  (and) ,  all  the  kicking  they  could  do 
did  not  avail  them  much.  They  gradually  fell 
into  line,  even  if  they  didn't  like  it  —  and

One  hundred  and  forty  eggs  for  the  year  is 
a  good  record,  but  not  a  large  number,  not 
quite  twelve  dozen.  This  and  more,  is  within 
the  reach  of  any  breeder,  luit  it  does  make  a 
great  difterence  when  these  eggs  are  obtained. 
If  eight  dozen  come  in  the  months  of  March,, 
April,  May,  June  and  part  of  July,  the  aver- 
age price  to  the  Maine  grower  will  be  not  far 
from  fourteen  cents;  but  if,  by  extra  skill,, 
these  eight  dozen  are  produced  in  October,, 
November,  December,  January  and  February,, 
the  average  price  will  be  not  far  from  twenty- 
five  cents.  More  than  this,  the  man  who  is 
able  to  keep  his  hens  laying  in  these  months 
will  get  more  eggs  for  the  year  than  is  possible 
by  any  other  method.  As  the  warm  spring 
days  come,  bringing  the  natural  season  for 
reproduction  the  hens  will  respond  even 
though  busy  all  winter.  Winter  production  is 
not  natural,  but  depends  on  the  skill  of  the 
breeder.  If  he  can  grasp  the  conditions  the 
results  will  be  obtained.  We  want  more  eggs 
at  twenty-eight  cents.  The  call  is  active,  and 
will  increase.  Indifferent  work  here  as  ekse- 
where  brings  but  imperfect  and  unsatisfactory 
results.  It  is  the  best  which  pays.  —  Maine 
Farmer.

In  tbe  American  Plymouth  Rock  Club  cata- 
logue, E.  B.  Thompson,  of  Auienia,  N.  J., 
and  .\.  C.  Hawkins,  ot  I^ancaster,  Mass.,  give 
some  excellent  pointers  on  this  subject,  from 
which  we  make  the  following  extracts: 

By  Mr.  TAonip.son  .■  —  "  Mating  of  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks  to  get  prize  winners  or  birds 
ot  reaJ  merit  requires  some  skill,  and  the 
manner  iu  wbicli  U  is  done  rules  the  result  of 


the  season's  crop  of  chicks.  The  profit  or 
loss  on  a  flock  of  birds  often  hinges  on  the 
day  of  mating  the  parent  stock. 

I  believe  strongly  in  ancestral  backing, 
and  that,  so  far  as  obtainable,  males  should  be 
used  in  mating  that  are  bred  from  sires  or 
dams  having  the  qualities  desired  in  the 
progeny. 

"  The  object  sought  for  in  mating  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks  is  to  get  both  the  cockerels 
and  pullets  that  conform  to  the  written  stand- 
ard in  form  and  color,  and  to  bring  out  tbe 
bluish  tinged  plumage  in  a  very  visible  degree. 
This  blue  color  adds  greatly  to  the  beauty  of 
the  bird,  as  do  also  the  '  zebra  stripes '  which 
appear  in  specimens  whose  feathers  are  evenly 
barred  and  rightly  placed. 

"As  a  rule,  the  finest  exhibition  cockerels  are 
the  result  of  the  mating  of  a  standard  colored 
male  with  medium  to  medium  dark  females 
having  deep  barring,  even  and  straight  across. 
Both  the  cock  and  hens  in  this  mating  ought 
to  be  from  exhibition  colored  sires,  if  the  best 
results  are  expected.  The  intense  bUu^k  bars 
in  cockerels,  unless  very  narrow,  should  be 
avoided,  and  the  light  bars  must  be  clear  and 
free  from  muddiness. 

"  The  best  pullets  come  from  prime  hens  of 
exhibition  color,  and  a  male  lighter  in  color 
and  coarser  bai  red  than  a  show  bird,  the  light 
shade  predominating.  This  male  should  come 
from  a  good  light-colored  hen,  and  his 
ancestry,  on  side  of  dam  especially,  should  be 
of  the  best.  A  male  equally  good  individually, 
but  the  product  of  a  chance  mating,  or  dam  by 
an  inferior  hen,  would  prove  a  failure  as  a 
breeder  of  fine  pullets.  The  cockerel  should 
weigh  eight  to  nine  pounds,  have  deep  yellow 
legs  and  beak,  a  well  serrated  comb,  bay  eye, 
full,  well  rounded  breast  and  body,  back 
broad,  of  moderate  length,  legs  set  well  apart, 
and  underbarring  running  well  down. 

"A  special  cockerel  or  pullet  mating  will 
produce  some  ordinary  chicks,  for  the  cock- 
erels from  a  pullet  pen  do,  as  a  rule,  come  too 
light  iu  color  for  the  show  room,  and  females 
from  a  cockerel  mating  too  dark  for  the  same 
purpose. 

"  The  highest  degree  of  excellence  in  indi- 
vidual specimens  can  unquestionably  be 
obtained  by  a  separate  mating  for  each  sex ; 
however,  an  evener  colored  stock  and  first 
class  chicks  can  be  bred  from  a  single  mating, 
using  the  best  exhibition  colored  hens  and  a 
standard  colored  male.  There  will  be  but  a 
small  percentage  of  inferior  chicks  from  this 
mating.  Some  will  show  much  quality,  and 
the  majority  average  good.  By  persisting  in 
this  method,  and  selecting  breeders  each  year 
whose  sires  and  dams  were  of  the  right  color 
and  form,  splendid  chicks  can  be  bred,  and 
some  prime  exhibition  birds  of  both  sexes. 

"  Chance  birds  are  of  but  little  value  or  use 
in  the  breeding  yard,  because  they  will  not 
transmit  their  good  points  nor  reproduce  them 
in  their  progeny.  It  is  true,  however,  that 
occasionally  a  really  fine  chick  is  seen  to  come 
from  no  apparent  origin;  but  it  is  almost 
invariably  folly  to  expect  pleasing  results 
from  a  hap-hazard  mating. 

"  The  utmost  care  and  skill  ought  always  to 
be  used  in  making  up  tbe  season's  breeding 
pens,  for  a  mistake  at  this  period  is  fatal  to 
success;  it  can  not  be  corrected,  and  may 
change  a  hoped  for  profit  to  a  decided  loss.'' 

By  Mr.  Hawkins:  —  "To  produce  both 
sexes  of  standard  color  from  tbe  same  mating, 
has  been  the  study  of  thousands  of  breeders 
for  the  last  thirty  years.  That  some  fine  speci- 
mens have  been  produced  by  the  single  mating 
system,  it  is  true;  but  unquestionably  more 
than  ninety  per  cent  of  tbe  winning  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks  in  the  country  for  the  past 
twenty  years,  have  been  the  product  of  the 
special  mating  system,  and  it  is  no  doubt  the 
surest  and  safest  method  of  producing  the 
highest  scoring  specimens  of  the  breed. 

"  To  produce  standard  females  I  use  iu  the 
breeding  pen  only  females  of  the  highest  type 
of  color  and  form  with  the  qualities  desired  in 
the  female  progeny,  or  in  other  words,  the 
very  highest  scoring  specimens  that  have  no 
defects.  To  these  females  I  mate  a  male  bird 
of  medium  light  color  and  evenly  barred  all 
over,  including  wings  and  tail,  and  whose  dam 
and  Sire's  dam  were  of  the  same  high  standard 
in  form  and  color  desired  in  the  female 
progeny. 

"The  male  should  have  the  blood  in  his 
veins  of  the  same  general  character  as  that  in 
the  females  he  is  mated  with.  He  should 
have  a  deep  full  breast,  broad  concave  back, 


small  well  serrated  comb,  oralig6  yellow  legs, 
all  important  and  desirable  qualities  in  his 
produce. 

"  From  such  a  mating  you  can  depend  on 
ninety-five  per  cent  of  first  class  breeding  and 
exhibition  females.  The  males  from  this 
mating  will  be  of  about  the  same  color  as  their 
sire— not  exhibition  birds,  but  useful  for 
breeding  clioice  females  the  following  season. 

"  Do  not  use  males  with  very  light  necks 
and  tails  in  these  pullet  breeding  pens,  as 
these  defects  will  be  reproduced  in  the  prog- 
eny, and  you  will  have  pullets  with  splashy 
light  necks,  and  blurred,  poorly  barred  tails. 

"  Pullets  of  even  color  and  distinctly  barred 
all  over  from  top  of  head  to  tip  of  tail  is  what 
we  desire,  and  with  careful  selection  in  the 
breeding  stock  it  is  not  difficult  to  get  the 
rich  blue  barred  pullets  that  attract  the  eye 
and  win  tbe  blue  ribbons.  Such  pullets  are 
rarely  if  ever  produced  from  standard  colored 
males  —  and,  if  they  look  well,  are  not  reliable 
breeders. 

"  To  produce  tbe  medium  dark  blue  barred 
males  called  for  in  the  Standard,  I  put  at  the 
head  of  the  breeding  pen  the  very  finest  exhi- 
bition male  of  standard  color,  even  serrated 
comb,  broad  concave  back,  deep  full  breast, 
small  spreading  tail,  orange  yellow  legs,  evenly 
barred  all  over  and  to  the  skin.  Do  not  use 
a  male  with  any  serious  defect,  even  if  he 
scores  high. 

"  With  this  male  I  mate  females  of  the  same 
line  of  breeding  as  himself.  Not  necessarily 
akin  to  him,  but  females  whose  sire  and 
darn/'s  sire  were  high  scoring  standard  coloi-ed 
birds.  These  females  should  be  medium  dark 
in  color,  not  smutty;  but  evenly  barred  all 
over  and  to  the  skin,  with  good  combs,  forms 
and  legs.  From  such  a  mating  you  can  pro- 
duce ninety  to  ninety-five  per  cent  finely  col- 
ored males  suitable  for  breeding  and  exhibi- 
tion. 

"  The  females  will  be  of  the  same  general 
color  and  character  of  their  dams,  and  will  be 
useful  the  following  season  for  breeding 
choice  males,  but  too  dark  for  exhibition 
birds. 

"  By  this  special  mating  system,  and  by 
careful  selection  of  the  breeding  stock,  the 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  is  sure  to  improve 
each  season,  and  the  longer  they  are  bred  in 
line  the  more  perfectly  will  their  standard 
qualities  be  brought  out." 


Color  in  Egg  Tolks. 

Mr.  Editor:— Wliat  can  I  feed  to  my  liens  to  make 
tlie  yolks  of  tlie  etigs  a  riclier  color?  They  have 
plenty  of  steamed  clover  witli  the  morning  niasti,  ljut 
no  fresh  green  food.  The  yolks  of  the  eggs  are  almost 
wliite  when  beaten.  S.  M.  A.

We  cannot  better  answer  this  query  than  to 
present  the  views  of  Prof.  W.  P.  Wheeler,  of 
the  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  agricultural  experiment 
station,  and  Prof.  Samuel  Cushman,  of  the 
Rhode  Lsland  station.  They  gave  their  opinions 
some  time  ago  in  the  Rural  New-Yorker,  as 
follows : 

Mr.  Wheeler  said : 

"  The  color  of  the  yolk  of  the  seems 
often  to  be  affected  very  noticeably  by  a  change 
iu  the  food.  It  is  frequently  the  case  that  eggs 
from  fowls  closely  confined  in  winter  or  sum- 
mer, having  little  variety  of  food,  and  espe- 
cially a  ration  deficient  in  green  food, show  pale 
colored  yolks.  A  change  in  the  amount  of 
meat  or  fresh  bones  does  not  always  seem  to 
have  nuich  influence.  I  have  known  hens  that 
had  the  run  of  a  barn  and  barnyard,  to  lay 
eggs  with  much  darker  colored  yolks  than  did 
neighboring  hens  confined  but  fed  better  in 
most  respects.  In  one  in^tance,  a  much  deeper 
orange  color  iu  the  yolk  followed  a  change  in 
feeding  to  green  clover  and  alfalfa.  One  lot 
where  pale  colored  yolks  were  the  rule,  laid 
eggs  with  orange  colored  yolks  after  they  had 
been  given  the  run  of  a  barn  floor  covenni  with 
dry  clover  chatV  .and  leaves.  A  change'  in 
color  of  butter  is  often  noticeable  in  the  same 
way  when  cows  are  turned  to  pasture  after 
dry  feed.  Clover  hay  and  corn  stover  make 
dirt'erentcolon^d  butter.  Clover  bay  or  alfalfa 
hay  is  good  to  feed  hens  when  the  fresh  fodder 
c;uinot  be  h:id.  :uid  may  help  to  bring  about  tlic 
change  desired.'' 

Mr.  Cushman  said : 

"'What  makes  the  yolks  of  egsrs  light- 
colored?"  Doubtless  the  same  cause  that 
alVcct*  the  color  of  butter  in  winter.  Wheat 
and  barley,  when  fed  to  fowls,  pnxluce  whiter 
flesh  and  whiter  fat  th:ui  com  and  grass.  The 


color  of  the  yolks  of  eggs  w,  doubtless,  affected 
in  the  same  way.  Eggs  from  varieties  of  fowls 
that  lay  but  few,  are  said  to  be  richer  than 
those  from  breeds  which  lay  large  nambers  of 
eggs.  They  are,  at  least,  usually  deeper  in 
color.  The  first  eggs  of  a  White  Leghorn  pul- 
let laid  in  the  fall,  have  as  yellow  yolks  as  tho-se 
of  any  bre<;d  ;  but  after  ^he  has  laid  a  hundred 
or  more  eggs,  they  have  i^ecome  conriderably 
lighter,  and  both  the  yolks  and  whites  l>ecome 
thinner  and  more  watery  as  the  winter 
advances.  This  change  may  be  prevented,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  by  providing  an  abundance 
of  foo<l  rich  in  egg-pro<Jucing  material.  Beef 
scraps  or  cooked  meat  and  com  should  IjC 
given  as  well  as  wheat  and  plenty  of  goo<J  clo- 
ver or  second-crop  hay  to  take  the  place  of 
green  grass." 


About  Poultry  Houses. 

Mr.  F.iiitor:— I  am  very  much  Interested  In  the 
building  of  a  Kood  lien  liousc.  Nothing  seems  (fuitea* 
good  to  me  as  the  dC'ScriptloD  of  tbe  house  and 
scratdilng  shed  as  given  lo  a  recent  Issue,  but  there 
are  several  things  I  do  not  quite  understand, 

1st.  Do  you  think  a  run  necessary  when  yon  hare 
a  shed?  No  mention  is  made  of  such;  and  If  necessary 
how  much  of  a  run  should  it  be? 

2d.  What  do  you  do  with  the  space  underneath  the 
roosting  house?  Is  that  filled  entirely  with  graTel.  or 
not? 

M.  Do  yon  have  air  space  or  double  hoards  on 
more  than  the  north  side,  and  Is  the  roof  also  with  air 
space?  G.  G.

If  you  want  to  keep  several  flocks  on  a 
limited  amount  of  land,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  runs  attached  to  the  buildings.  For 
this  purpose,  yards  one  hundred  feet  long  and 
the  width  of  both  the  roosting  pen  and  the 
scratching  shed,  would  be  about  right  for  a 
flock.  The  shed  is  more  particularly  designed 
for  inside  work  during  cold,  blustery  weather. 

2d.  The  house  should  be  built  on  a  level 
with  the  ground,  and  filled  with  sand  or 
grave  . 

3d.  The  dead  air  space,  double  boards,  or 
lath  and  plaster,  should  be  on  all  sides,  and  on 
tbe  ceiling.  A  well  built  house  will  repay  all 
the  extra  cost  the  first  winter. 


Hatcbing  Dnck  Eggs. 

Mr.  Editor:— When  should  Pekin  duck  eggs  l)e 
hatched  if  the  stock  is  wanted  for  breeding? 

2d.  Do  duck  eggs  require  more  moisture  and  heal 
tlian  hen  eggs  during  incubation? 

If  ttiey  do,  why  is  it  that  a  hen  will  hatch  duck  egss 
as  well  as  she  will  hen  eggs?  I  have  read  several 
articles  in  different  papers  about  duck  eggs  needing 
more  heat  and  more  moisture  than  hen  eggs,  and 
would  like  to  know  if  a  hen  can  furnish  more  heat 
and  moisture  to  duck  eggs  than  hen  eggs,  as  my 
hens  hatched  nearly  every  fertile  duck  egg  thai  I  put 
uuder  them  last  season.  W.  P.  C.

Pekin  ducks  eggs,  when  the  stock  is  wanted 
for  breeding  purposes,  should  be  hatched  in 
April,  May  or  June,  for  best  results. 

2d.  Duck  eggs  require  about  the  same  treat- 
ment that  is  given  hen  eggs  during  incubation. 
It  is  a  mistake  that  they  require  more  moisture 
and  heat.  On  the  contrary,  they  need  more 
ventilation,  being  larger  than  hen  eggs.  A 
hen  in  hatching  is  unable  to  increase  ordecrease 
the  heat  of  her  body  at  will. 

Incubator  in  a  Moist  Location. 

Mr.  Editor :— Can  an  incubator  be  successfully  oper- 
ated In  a  house  built  over  a  fountain  ctmtaining  a  tank 
holding  three-fourths  of  a  barrel  of  water  which  is 
used  in  summer  for  setting  milk  cans  into?  1  shall 
not  set  the  incubator  lo  work  until  >larch.  Tlie  n^tm 
is  ceiled  inside,  and  the  outside  is  made  ot  sbiplap.

The  incubator  could  he  run  in  such  a  room, 
but  hardly  any  moisture  would  be  require*? 
It  might  take  several  hatches  before  you  ooula 
understand  if  any  or  how  much  moisture 
would  be  needed.  After  tuat  you  should  hare 
no  trouble. 
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Keeping  Fowls  in  the  Baili. 

Mr.  Kiiilov:— Is  :iu  ordinary  burn  a  good  place  to 
keep  cliickeus?  E.  C.  T.

We  get  a  similar  inquiry  every  now  and 
tben,  and  while  we  can  say  a  baru  is  a  good 
place  for  poultry,  poultry  are  not  always  the 
proper  thing  for  a  barn.  Even  "ordinary 
barns"  are  often  warmer,  and  more  roomy 
tliau  the  average  "chicken  house"  on  the 
ftrm,  unless  there  is  a  chance  for  draughts  of 
air.  But  poultry  in  the  barn  are  apt  to  make 
that  building  lousy  ;  and  if  horses  or  cows  are 
quartered  under  the  same  roof,  the  lice  will 
soon  infest  the  latter.  Of  course,  we  are 
speaking  generally.  By  constant  care  we  can 
keep  the  fowls  free  from  lice  —  but  does  the 
average  farmer  give  that  care? 


The  Proper  Roosts. 

Mr.  Editor:  — Wliicli  are  tlie  best  roosts  — round  or 
flat?  E.  C.  T. 

rainesville,  Oliio. 

We  prefer  flat  roosts.  Our  plan  has  been 
to  take  2x3  scantling  and  round  the  edges  so 
they  are  not  sharp.  Then  we  set  these  roosts 
in  sockets,  or  on  a  2  x  3  cross-piece,  with  the 
two  inch  side  for  the  fowls  to  roost  on. 
Being  movable,  they  are  easily  taken  down 
and  cleaned.  Flat  roosts  give  fowls  a  better 
cliance  to  spread  their  feet  than  round  poles 
do.  Have  all  roosts  on  a  level,  about  two  feet 
from  the  ground.  Underneath  the  roosts 
erect  a  platform  to  catch  the  droppings. 


White  vs.  Barred  Plymowth  Rocks. 

Mr.  Editor;— For  general  liouse  use,  efcgs  and  poul- 
try, do  you  consider  tlie  "VVliite  or  the  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Kocks  the  better?  ^Y.  T.  AV.

We  have  recently  published  some  excellent 
egg  records  from  the  White  Plymouth  Rocks. 
In  the  December  15th  issue.  Rev.  H.  G.Buck- 
ingham, of  Holliston,  Mass.,  had  a  flock  that 
averar/ed  two  hundred  and  fifteen  eggs  for 
the  year.  On  the  other  hand,  during  the  past 
year  we  have  given  remarkable  laying  by  the 
Barred  variety.  We  believe  that  there  is  no 
difl'erence  whatever  in  the  merits  of  the  two 
l)reeds.  Why  should  there  be,  since  the 
Whites  are  sports  of  the  Barred? 


Inflammation  of  tlie  Crop. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  liave  a  riyniouth  Rock  lien  which  I 
bought  tour  weeks  ago.  She  had  a  liabit  ot  stretchin;; 
up  lier  neck  and  then  acting  as  if  she  wanted  to  swal- 
low something.  Her  crop  and  throat  seem  all  right, 
but  she  falls  away,  yet  eats  lieartily.  Now  I  have 
another  beginning  the  same  way.  What  shall  I  do?

This  is  inflammation  of  the  crop,  which  we 
more  fully  describe  in  the  October  loth  issue 
(page  328).  Joseph  Wallace  advises  to  beat 
up  a  new-laid  egg  with  two  teaspoonfuls  of 
milk,  and  give  half  of  the  mixture  at  night, 
and  h:ilf  in  the  morning,  fasting — (the  crop 
should  be  empty  before  taking  medicine)  ; 
followed  with  ten  grains  of  aromatic  chalk 
powder  twice  a  day  with  the  food,  which 
should  consist  of  bread  and  milk,  or  other 
nutritious  food,  for  the  next  week,  but  fed 
sparingly. 


The  Eggs  Were  Infertile. 

Mr.  Editor:— The  last  three  hens  I  set,  and  which 
were  due  to  hatch  afew  days  ago,  did  not  liave  a  single 
egg  that  was  fertile.  Can  you  suggest  the  cause? 

My  liens  are  in  runs  10  x  100  feet,  twelve  hens  and  a 
rooster  in  eacli  pen.  I  liave  a  iield  of  young  oats  out- 
side the  runs,  and  let  them  into  this  field  in  turns.  I 
feed  warm  mash  in  the  morning,  consisting  of  bran 
and  middlings,  and  one-eightli  the  quantity  of  Smith  & 
Eomaine's  B.  B.  B.  At  noon  and  evening  I  give  tliem 
rice  and  wlieatraixed. 

I  get  any  quantity  of  eggs,  often  eight  or  nine  from 
a  pen.  hut  1  am  in  a  quandary  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
infertility.  Do  you  think  B,  B.  B.  would  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  it?  C.  F.  ^V.

When  hens  are  too  fat  a  large  percentage  of 
the  eggs  will  be  infertile.  The  B.  B.  B.,  each 
day  in  the  mash,  may  be  a  partial  cause. 
Meat  in  any  form  is  more  or  less  fattening. 
Three  times  a  week  would  be  often  enough 
for  meat  scraps. 

Probably  the  male  bird  is  not  active  enough. 
It  is  a  good  plan  in  market  culture,  to  have 
two  male  birds  to  each  pen ;  or  three  males  to 
two  pens;  and  change  males  each  night. 
There  is  some  work  in  that  plan,  but  the 
results  are  so  good  it  pays  for  the  time  taken. 
Cocks  are  apt  to  have  favorite  hens  when 
allowed  in  the  flock  right  along;  but  this 
changing  males  daily  avoids  all  favoritism, 
consequently  giving  a  better  percentage  of 
fertility. 


Barred  Rock  and  White  Leghorn  Cross. 

]\[r.  Editor:— I  would  like  to  cross  Barred  Plymoutll 
Kock  hens  with  White  Leghorn  cockerel.  M'ill  you 
inform  me  what  kind  of  layers  the  cross  would  make, 
and  also  the  color  of  the  offspring?  M'.  A.  D.

The  pullets  should  be  good  layers.  The 
cross  is  similar  in  quality  to  the  Brown  Leg- 
horn-Barred Plymouth  Rock  cross.  The 
chances  are  there  would  be  more  white  than 
a-jy  other  color,  yet  the  Rock  barring  would 
be  found  on  a  large  per  cent  of  young. 


White  Leghorn-Spanish  Cross. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  am  thiuking  of  mating  a  Black  Span- 
ish cock  to  some  White  Leghorn  pullets  and  hens. 
What  kind  of  layers  would  they  be  V  What  would  be 
the  color  of  the  crossed  young?  W.  A.  D. 

Sing  Sing,  N,  Y. 

Some  years  ago  the  junior  editor  mated  a 
Black  Minorca  cockerel  to  some  White  Leg- 
horn hens,  and  in  the  young  were  white  birds 
with  dark  green  legs  and  feet,  and  blue  colored 
ones  with  darkish  yellow  legs  and  feet,  and  a 
few  mottled  birds,  on  the  order  of  the  Hou- 
dan.  There  was  quite  a  variety  of  colors  in 
the  lot.  As  to  laying,  we  did  not  get  as  many 
eggs  from  the  crossbreds  as  we  got  from  a 
pen  of  thoroughbred  Black  Minorcas  in  the 
house.  The  Minorca  being  a  Spanish  fowl,  the 
results  would  be  about  the  same. 


Ashes  and  Lime  Under  Roosts. 

Mr.  Editor:— Will  any  injury  be  caused  to  liens  and 
turkeys  by  wood  ashes  sprinkled  under  tlie  roosts 
instead  of  lime?  The  ashes  get  moisteneil  on  the 
floor,  and  emit  the  odor  of  an  old  leach.       F.  D.  B. 

Gouverneur,  N.  Y. 

We  preach  against  the  use  of  both  wood 
ashes  and  lime  under  roosts,  and  recommend 
land  plaster  (gypsum)  or  dry  earth.  Plaster 
(gypsum)  is  the  best,  because  it  absorbs  the 
ammonia  in  the  droppings,  hence  preserves 
them  for  the  plants  when  the  manure  goes  on 
the  land.  Ashes  and  lime  both  "free"  the 
ammonia,  not  only  wasting  it,  but  freeing  it 
into  the  air  to  the  injury  of  the  fowls  that 
have  to  breathe  it. 

Don't  use  either  ashes  or  lime;  dry  earth  is 
better;  land  plaster  (gypsum)  is  best  of  all. 


Minorcas  vs.  Plymouth  Rocks. 

Mr.  Editor:—!  liave  just  purcliased  some  Bhick 
Minorcas,  a  breed  new  to  me.  Will  they  stand  as 
much  feed  as  tlie  Plymouth  Rocks?  The  latter  I  have 
the  most  of.  J.  C.  P.

The  Black  Minorcas  can  consume  more  feed 
than  the  Plymouth  Rocks.  In  other  words, 
what  would  overfatten  a  Plymouth  Rock, 
would  just  about  keep  the  Minorca  in  good 
condition.  If  the  latter  have  free  range  they 
will  stand  considerable  food  of  a  fattening 
nature. 


Oysters  and  Clams  as  Food. 

Mr.  Editor:— Please  inform  me  what  value  oysters 
and  chmis  have  as  a  poultry  food.  There  is  an 
abundance  liere,  and  I  liave  been  thinking  of  washing 
them  witli  fresli  water,  and  then  grind  and  mix  with 
soft  feed  once  a  day.  Wliat  do  you  think  of  the  idea?

Oysters  and  clams,  chopped  up,  would  take 
the  place  of  meat  scraps,  but  should  not  be 
fed  laying  stock  oftener  than  every  other  day, 
as  they  have  a  tendency  to  fatten. 

Protrusion  of  the  Egg-Passage. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  luive  lost  three  tine  hens  with  some- 
tliing  like  egg-bound.  I  first  notice  them  standing 
around  acting  as  though  trying  te  expel  an  egg.  On 
loolsing  after  them  I  find  that  the  egg  sack  is  lianging 
out,  and  bleeding.  My  treatment  has  been  to  chop  oft" 
their  iieads  to  put  tliem  out  of  their  misery.  Now  if 
you  can  suggest  tlie  cause,  and  a  better  remedy,  I  will 
be  greatly  obliged.  M.  W.

Protrusion  of  the  egg  passage  is  caused  by 
the  exertions  of  the  hen  to  expel  an  unusually 
large  egg,  especially  in  old  fowls  that  are 
debilitated.  Overfeeding  and  constipation, 
too,  are  causes. 

Put  the  hen  on  a  diet  of  rice  and  boiled 
potatoes.  If  the  gut  shows  no  indication  of 
receding  itself,  b;ithe  the  parts  with  luke- 
warm water,  and  after  rubbing  the  protrusion 
with  witch  hazel,  linseed,  or  sweet  oil,  gently 
press  it  back  into  the  body.  Give  daily  a  pill 
composed  of  two  grains  of  calomel,  one-quarter 
of  a  grain  of  tartar  emetic,  and  one  grain  of 
opium.  The  above  is  for  a  large  fowl;  one- 
half  a  pill  will  be  suflicient  for  a  small  bird. 
Do  not  give  the  fowl  any  stimulating  food, 
and  keep  about  ten  drops  of  aconite  in  the 
drinking  water.

Scabies. 

Mr.  Editor: — Will  you  please  tell  me  what  ails  my 
chickens,  and  what  to  do  for  them?  Their  feet  are  a 
purplish  red,  and  the  inflammation  seems  to  be  just 
under  the  skin.  At  first  it  is  only  a  bright  red,  and  as 
they  jrrow  worse  there  is  a  thin  dry  skin,  which  flakes 
off.  They  limp,  and  occasionally  hold  up  a  foot  as 
though  it  hurts  them.  Mrs.  F.  B. 

Beeville,  Texas. 

This  is  a  case  of  scabies,  on  the  same  order 
as  mange  or  itch.  First  bathe  the  feet  with 
Cutlcura  soap  and  warm  water,  and  after  dry 
anoint  with  vaseline  or  petroleum  jelly.  All 
affected  fowls  must  be  removed  to  separate 
quarters,  as  the  disease  is  apt  to  spread  among 
the  flock.  Unless  the  afflicted  birds  are 
promptly  treated,  the  disease  is  apt  to  cover 
the  entire  bodv. 


A  Blood  Clot  in  Egg. 

Mr.  Editor;— The  "  >ometliin?"  which  I  enclose  was 
found  iu  the  yolk  of  a  perfectly  fresh  egg,  laid  by  one 
of  my  pullets  either  yesterday  or  today.  It  -was  found 
on  ontsi<ie  of  the  yolk,  and  under  the  white  nf  the 
egg.  Can  you  tell  me  what  it  is,  and  also  the  cause  of 
it?

It  is  a  hard  clot  of  blood,  caused  by  the  burst- 
ing of  a  minute  blood  vessel,  and  deposited  on 
the  egg  after  the  yolk  was  formed.  There  is 
nothing  particularly  serious  about  it.  Eggs 
from  pullets  are  often  stained  on  the  shell 
from  the  same  cause. 


Yarding  Leghorns  and  Minorcas. 

Mr.  Editor:  — How  high  a  fence  must  I  have  to  keep 
the  Leghorns  from  flying  over?  Will  Minorcas  fly 
over  as  high  a  fence  as  Leghorns?  S.  1*. 

Argos.Ind. 

We  have  kept  both  Leghorns  and  Minorcas 
in  yards  with  five-foot  wire  netting  fencing. 
Of  course,  we  had  no  top  piece  on  the  fence, 
so  that  they  had  no  object  to  fly  for.  Again, 
we  have  had  both  breeds  fiy  over  a  seven-foot 
fence.  Much  depends  upon  the  size  of  the 
run,  and  the  taraeness  of  the  fowls.  Ordi- 
narily, Minorcas  are  more  easily  confined  than 
Leghorns.  Being  very  active,  both  breeds 
dislike  imprisonment,  and  will  not  readily 
remain  iu  small  enclosures. 


Wyandotte-Bucks  County  Cross.

As  pullets,  so  in  most  crosses,  they  would 
be  excellent  layers  the  first  winter,  but  after 
that  we  doubt  if  they  would  give  more  eggs 
than  the  Wyandotte  would  iu  its  purity.  The 
Bucks  County  breed  has  been  recalled  so  many 
years  ago  that  il  is  doubtful  if  you  have  some 
of  the  genuine  stock. 


Are  Bull's  as  Good  as  Others? 

Mr.  Editor:— Are  the  Buff  strains  of  each  variety 
equal  and  as  good  as  the  diiferent  colors?

There  is  no  reason  why  a  buff  colored  bird 
should  not  be  as  good  as  any  other  color  of 
the  same  variety.  In  Cochins,  however,  it  is 
gcnei-ally  conceded  that  the  Bufts  are  not  so 
good  layers  as  the  Partridge,  Blacks  or  Whiles. 
In  the  Leghorn  class,  many  of  our  readers 
testify  that  their  Bnlfs  are  better  layers  than 
any  other  color  of  the  same  variety.  We 
have  also  had  good  reports  from  the  Buffs  of 
other  breeds.  Aside  from  the  Cochins,  the 
Buff  breeds  are  newly  made,:iiid  consequently 
are  lietter  in  practical  qualities  than  what  Ihey 
UJllv  ultiniatelv  be. 


Oat  Meal  in  the  Itlash. 

Mr.  Editor:— Can  tiat meal  be  used  in  the  morning 
mash  instead  of  ground  oats?  A.  C.  .1.

Yes;  we  should  prefer  it  to  ground  oats. 
If  you  will  cook  up  the  oatmeal  into  a  por- 
ridge and  mix  with  scalded  bran,  you  will 
have  an  e.xoellent  breakfastfor  the  fowls.  Or, 
the  meal  can  be  mixed  with  the  bran  and  both 
scalded,  same  as  you  would  if  the  ground  oats 
were  used  instead. 


"  Growing  Light." 

Mr.  Editor; — I  have  a  hen  that  stamls  arouiicl  all 
humped  up.  She  does  not  stir  about  much,  and  is  the 
I;ist  one  to  leave  the  feed  trough.  She  is  very  thin 
in  flesh.  -M.  W.

The  hen  has  "  grown  light,"  the  last  stage  of 
inflammation  of  the  liver.  If  in  the  early 
st:(ges,  when  a  droopine.ss  is  noticed,  and  the 
bird  becomes  lame,  a  family  liver  pill  (like 
Parsons'  Purgative)  is  given  each  night  for 
three  nights  in  succession,  the  trouble  can  be 
righted.  But  when  the  hen  loses  flesh,  "  grow- 
ing light,"  as  it  is  called,  nothing  can  be  done, 
and  the  sooner  she  is  put  out  of  her  misery 
the  better. 


Poultry  Fencing.

A  wire  netting  ('mesh)  fence  can  be  used. 
Have  two  feet  of  base  boards  and  four  feet  of 
wire,  or  a  four  foot  wire  picket  fence  (Sty  ron) 
makes  an  excellent  enclosure.  If  you  use  the 
wire  netting,  do  not  have  a  top  rail,  as  il  gives 
fowls  an  object  to  fly  at. 


Minorca,  Rock  and  Brahma  Crossing.

To  use  any  of  the  crossbred  roosters  would 
be  making  mongrels,  and  the  good  qualities  of 
the  cross  would  be  lost.  It  would  be  better 
to  use  a  Black  Minorca  thoroughbred  m;ile  on 
the  hens.  Mixing  up  the  breeds  haphazardly 
is  suicidal  poultry  work.  Isothing  but  llioi- 
oughbreds  or  first  crosses  should  be  used.

Swollen  Head,  Frothy  Eyes,  etc. 

Mr.  Editor;— I  liave  recently  purchased  a  few 
Wyandottes,  aud  have  discovered  that  two  of  tliem 
are  quite  sicli.  The  symptoms  are  swollen  head  and 
clieelts  and  constant  frotliing  in  the  eyes.  As  I  have 
no  previous  linowledge  in  poultry  Iseeping,  kindly 
advise  me  how  to  cure  them.  K.  B.

These  symptoms  sound  the  alarm  of 
approaching  roup.  Give  five  drops  of  the 
tincture  of  auconite  in  a  teaspoocful  of  water 
twice  a  day.  Prepare  a  mixture  of  one  table- 
epoonful  of  Johnson's  Anodyne  Liniment,  one 
leaspoonful  of  spirits  of  turpentine,  and  four 
tablespoonfuls  of  water.  Put  the  mixture  in 
a  sewing  machine  oil  can.  When  using,  warm 
slightly,  aud  shake  well.  Three  times  a  day 
inject  two  to  four  drops  of  the  preparation  in 
each  nostril,  and  force  twenty  drops  or  more 
down  the  throat.  Bathe  the  face  and  eyes 
d;iily  with  warm  water  and  castile  soap,  after 
which  anoint  with  vaseline. 


Dust  Is  Not  Injurious. 

Mr.  Editor:  — I  have  a  poultry  house  about  one 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  long,  divided  into  pens  and 
sheds,  but  as  the  land  is  liable  fro  overflow  once  or 
twice  during  winter  with  high  tides,  I  have  built  the 
house  about  four  feet  from  the  ground,  leaving  a  fine 
ecratchlng  place  for  fowls  underneath  for  the  greater 
part  o  t  the  year.  The  floors  of  the  pens  and  sheds  are 
boards  covered  with  a  depth  of  soil  and  clay,  which  is 
now  very  dry.  When  feeding  fowls  in  sheds,  among 
the  leaves  and  chaff,  they  raise  a  terrific  dust  for 
iibout  half  an  hour,  so  much  so  that  it  is  impossible  to 
keep  the  walls  and  ceiling  free  from  it  during  feeding 
time.  At  a  little  distance  from  the  house  one  would 
almost  think  it  was  smoke.  Is  this  dust  Injurious  for 
fowls  to  breathe  while  scratching  for  grain?  If  so, 
can  you  suggest  a  remedy  ?  H.  E.

We  do  not  believe  the  dust  does  the  fowls  a 
particle  of  injury.  In  the  scratching  pens  at 
Hammouton,  N.  J.,  there  is  very  little  extra 
litter  used  outside  of  road  dust  and  sand,  as 
the  winters  hardly  ever  freeze  the  ground  in 
these  pens,  and  it  is  seldom  that  one  can  enter 
the  houses  without  being  met  with  a  cloud  of 
dust,  and  yet  we  never  saw  healthier  or  better 
stock  than  we  did  there. 


Increasing  the  Size. 

Mr.  Editor :  —  Last  year  I  crossed  some  White  Java 
heus  with  a  White  Leghorn  cockerel,  and  got  twelve 
pullets  from  the  cross,  but  they  are  very  small  and 
lay  small  eggs.  I  wish  to  cross  again  for  larger  birds 
ami  larger  eggs.  Would  the  White  Wyandotte  or  the 
Light  Brahma  be  good  — or  w-hich  do  you  think  would 
be  best?  Will  a  Brahma  cockerel  handle  twelve 
pullets  all  right?  C.  H.  J. 

South  Milford,  Mass. 

By  crossing  White  Wyandotte  on  the  pul- 
lets, no  doubt  larger  birds  could  be  secured ; 
a  still  better  cross  might  be  White  Plymouth 
Rocks.  Light  Brahma  males  are  too  large 
aud  heavy  for  small  pullets.  All  pullets'  eggs 
are  small;  the  older  they  grow  the  larger  the 
egg  becomes,  until  the  hen  is  about  three  years 
of  age,  when  the  size  seems  to  be  more  or  less 
set.  A  Brahma  cockerel  can  attend  to  twelve 
females. 


Feeding  Fish  Waste. 

Mr.  Editor:- 1  have  a  lish  market,  and,  of  course 
have  considerable  waste  stulf.  Is  it  good  to  boil  this 
and  mix  in  the  warm  mash  each  morning?

It  will  not  do  to  feed  either  fish  or  meat  too 
often.  Three  times  a  week  would  be  Often 
enough.  Feeding  it  boiled  is  better  than  when 
given  raw.  These  scraps  are  excellent  for 
egg  production.  Some  poultrymen  claim  eggs 
from  hens  fed  on  fish  are  apt  to  be  tainted. 
We  never  fed  enough  of  it  to  know.  You 
might  make  the  experiment,  and  report. 


_  Hens  Hiding  Their  Nests. 

Mr.  Editor;  — My  trouble  is  that  my  hens  will  not 
use  the  nests  provided  for  them  in  the  hen  house, 
excepting  three  or  four  heus.  But  they  lay  in  tlie 
hay  loft,  in  the  burn,  in  fact  all  over  the  place.  Can  I 
make  any  inducement  to  my  hens  to  lay  in  the  nests 
provided  for  them  f  They  have  free  range. 

Abeta  Springs,  La.  W.  O. 

Tliat  is  one  of  the  annoyances  of  free  range. 
Hens  seem  to  delight  in  hiding  their  nests, 
aud  we  know  of  no  way  to  stop  them  from 
performing  that  trick.  But  they  may  gradu- 
ally be  induced  to  act  more  civil  if  you  make 
some  hidden  nests  about  the  place,  and  keep  a 
uest  egg  in  them. 


The  Noon  Meal. 

Mr.  Editor:  —  I  feedniy  chickens  twice  a  day ;  about 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  between  four  and 
five  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Is  this  enough,  or  do  tliey 
require  three  meals?  Does  it  affect  poultry  in  any 
way  by  feeding  them  late  in  the  morning  instead  of 
early?  J.  C.  G.

Unless  the  noon  meal  can  be  given  among  a 
lot  of  straw,  leaves  or  other  scratching  mate- 
rial, it  had  better  be  omitted.  The  idea  is  to 
give  just  enough  to  keep  the  fowls  at  work. 
Idle  hens  become  unprofitable.  For  every 
quart  you  feed  at  night,  make  the  noon  meal 
a  pint;  just  enough  to  induce  them  to  keep  at 
work. 

Poultry  should  be  fed  shortly  after  they 
come  from  the  roost.  It  is  not  always  con- 
venient for  some  to  do  so,  especially  where 
poultry  Is  kept  as  a  side  issue,  or  for  pleasure. 
In  such  cases,  the  fowls  should  have  access  to 
some  scratching  material,  among  which  the 
night  previous  has  been  scattered  a  little  wheat 
or  other  grain.  Then  about  nine  o'clock  give 
them  their  inash. 


r  Keeping  Blood  for  Poultry  Feed. 

Mr.  Editor:— Do  you  know  of  an  easy  method  of 
curing  or  drying  blood  so  it  will  keep?  It  is  thrown 
away  here  by  the  butchers,  and  I  think  it  ought  to 
make  good  feed  for  fowls.  J.  H.

We  do  not  know  of  any  process  by  which 
blood  might  be  cured  or  dried  ;  probably  some 
of  our  readers  may.  But  during  cold  weather 
it  can  be  kept  a  week  or  longer  if  placed  in  a 
cool  room.  We  have  great  faith  in  blood  for 
poultry,  and  have  used  it  quite  extensively  by 
heating  and  then  mixing  with  the  mashes 
instead  of  water. 


Leghorn- Wyandotte  Cross. 

Mr.  Editor;— About  what  time  should  Leghorn- 
Wyandotte  crosses  be  liatched  so  as  to  lay  in  winter  ? 
At  what  age  should  that  cross  commence  to  lay  if  fed 
and  cared  for  as  FABJi-PoULTRy  teaches?     H.  E.

If  the  eggs  of  the  cross  are  hatched  not  later 
than  May,  and  fed  and  cared  for  as  directed, 
the  pullets  should  begin  laying  about  Novem- 
ber. 


Silver  Spangled  Hamburgs. 

Mr.  Editor:- 1st.  What  is  the  record  of  the  Silver 
Spangled  Hamburgs  as  egg  layers  ? 

2d.  Are  they  all  right  for  a  cold  climate? 

3d.  Who  breeds  them  full  blood? 

4th.  What  breed  would,  in  your  opinion  be  the  best 
egg  producer  in  a  cold  climate  like  ours  — of  course 
the  birds  to  be  properly  housed,  fed  and  cared  for  ? 
I  wish  to  stock  up  to  about  fif  tv  hens,  all  to  be  kept  in 
the  same  lot  and  house;  lot  is  200  x  300  feet,  house  is 
16  X  24  feet,  hens  to  have  free  range  over  pasture  and 
fields  after  seeding  time  in  spring.  A.  E.  S. 

Spencer,  111. 

1st.  The  Hamburgs  have  an  excellent 
record  as  layers,  equaling  the  Leghorns  in  that 
respect,  being  credited  with  two  hundred  eggs 
apiece  in  a  year.  There  is  an  impression 
abroad  that  breeding  them  for  fine  ("fancy") 
points  has  somewhat  weakened  their  laying 
abilities. 

2d.  Yes,  they  will  do  well  in  almost  any 
climate,  but,  of  course,  better  in  a  mild  one. 

3d.  Advertisers  of  them.  See  advertising 
pages. 

4th.  Hamburgs,  Leghorns,  and  Mlnorcas 
are  the  greatest  layers;  but  are  layers  only — 
are  difficult  to  dispose  of  (in  this  section) 
as  dressed  poultry.  We  believe  a  better  all 
around  profit  can  be  made  by  considering  both 
eggs  and  dressed  poultry;  hence  think  one  of 
the  good  laying  American  varieties,  as  Rocks 
or  Wyandottes,  will  pay  better  in  the  long 
run. 

We  believe,  too,  that  you  will  get  better 
results  by  dividing  your  house  into  two  pens 
12x16,  and  housing  twenty-five  birds  in  each 
pen,  and  dividing  the  lot  in  halves  for  yard- 
room.  Fifty  is  too  many  for  one  family.  See 
"  The  Colony  Plan,"  in  this  number. 


Feeding  Too  Much. 

Mr.  Editor:— If  I  mix  my  morning  mash  in  a  com- 
mon water  pail,  holding  ten  quarts,  how  many  fowls 
will  it  be  sufBcient  for?  I  have  been  giving  this 
quantity  to  forty  fowls,  and  they  seem  lazy  after 
eating,  and  do  not  lay  many  eggs.  S.  G.  J. 

Medford,  Mass. 

That  would  be  enough  mash  for  one  hundred 
fowls.  A  quart  to  ten  or  a  dozen  fowls  would 
be  about  right.  The  idea  is  to  give  them  a 
breakfast  in  the  full  meaning  of  the  word. 
Then  at  noon,  grain  should  be  strewn  among 
a  lot  of  litter  so  they  will  exercise,  and  at 
about  four  o'clock  another  meal  of  grain 
should  be  given.  Fowls  should  have  all  they 
will  eat  up  clean  and  eagerly  at  both  the  noon 
and  evening  meals;  but  to  fill  them  up  full  of 
breakfast  they  will  not  want  to  stir  around 
very  much. 

Of  course  this  heavy  feeding  in  the  morning 
will  make  the  hens  lazy,  and  lazy  hens  are 
very  poor  layers.  Exercising  and  a  good 
appetite  keep  poultry  in  a  good,  healthy  and 
profitable  condition. 


Bronchitis  or  Asthma. 

Mr.  Editor:  — Please  tell  me  if  the  disease  is  called 
roup  in  which  you  can  hear  the  fowl  breathe,  —  and  if 
you  would  breed  from  such  a  bird?  What  is  a  cure 
for  this  disease?  W.  E.

It  is  a  forerunner  of  roup,  and  would  more 
properly  come  under  the  heads  of  either  bron- 
chitis or  asthma.  If  there  is  merely  the  heavy 
breathing  that  you  can  notice,  ten  drops  of 
aconitein  the  drinking  water,  and  two  orthree 
drops  of  Johnson's  Anodyne  Liniment  in  a 
teaspoonful  of  glycerine,  will  allay  the  irritant 
symptoms  and  cure  the  cold.  If  no  more 
serious  symptoms  are  shown  the  fowl  can  be 
bred  from. 


Indigestion. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  have  just  lost  a  hen,  and  now  have 
another  sick.  Their  croi:)S  seem  to  swell  up,  and  they 
become  dumpish.  Their  combs  turn  very  dark,  and 
after  a  time  the  swelling  of  tlie  crop  seems  gone,  and 
they  grow  weak  and  light  in  weight.  I  tried  to  doctor 
the  first  one,  and  she  apparently  was  all  right,  but  all 
at  once  she  died.  M.  F. 

Nashua,  jS(.  H. 

This  is  indigestion.  Much  of  this  trouble 
can  be  prevented  by  keeping  sharp  grit  con- 
stantly before  the  fowls.  But  indigestion  is 
also  caused  by  colds,  or  too  much  or  too  stimu- 
lating a  diet.  Supply  the  necessary  grit,  and 
watch  the  efiect  of  the  food  given. 

Give  a  Parsons'  Purgative  Pill  each  night, 
for  three  nights  in  succession,  and  add  ten 
drops  of  nitric  acid  to  a  quart  of  drinking 
water.  Occasionally  give  evening  feeds  of 
chopped  onions.  The  pills  and  acid  should  be 
given  to  the  afflicted  ones  only,  but  all  the  stock 
should  have  occasional  feeds  of  chopped 
onions,  as  a  preventive. 


Swollen  Head  and  Closed  Eye. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  have  a  White  Wyandotte  cockerel 
whose  head  was  at  first  swollen  on  one  side,  and  the 
eye  closed.  The  swelling  has  since  gone  down,  but 
the  eye  remains  the  same.  He  appears  all  right  other- 
wise. Can  you  tell  me  what  to  do  for  him?     M.  P.

Wash  the  face  and  eyes  with  weak  white 
vitriol ;  or,  alum  water ;  or,  alum  and  camphor 
combined.  Put  about  ten  drops  ol  aconite  in 
the  drinking  water  daily,  and  feed  chopped 
onions  about  twice  a  week.  If  the  cockerel  is 
sufl'ering  from  temporary  blindness,  this  treat- 
ment should  relieve  him.

When  hens  are  too  fat  they  are  apt  to  lay 
soft  shelled  eggs.  Over-stimulating  fooil,  too, 
is  a  cause.  Avoid  red  pepper.  Lack  of  lime 
is  probably  the  most  common  reason.

Mr.  Editor :— With  tbe  end  of  1S95  I  com- 
plete the  record  of  eggs  laid  by  my  flock  of 
Light  Brahmas  during  the  past  twelve  years. 
I  have  bred  them  exclusively,  and  have  a  daily 
record  of  the  result. 

Total  number  of  eggs  laid  in  twelve  years, 
43,551;  average  number  of  hens  each  year,

eggs;  March,  25;  Apr.,  28;  May,  2";  June, 
25;  July,  24;  Aug.,  18;  Sept.,  7;  Oct.,  18  eggs. 
Total  192. 

I  believe  the  Light  Brahma,  properly  fed 
and  managed,  to  be  one  of  the  most  satis- 
factory breeds  of  poultry  for  a  suburban 
home.

No  Wonder  Expressmen  Kick! 

Mr.  Editor:  — We  frequently  hear  about 
ex[)ressmeu  handling  birds  roughly,  and  all 
that.  Well,  what  I  saw  today  gave  me  a 
dill'erent  idea  of  i/ie/r  trouble;  and  I  don't 
blame  them  so  much  as  I  did.  I  have  always 
given  the  blame  to  the  agents  for  the  rough 
handling  of  birds,  but  I'll  keep  still  now.  I 
happened  to  go  into  the  office  of  the  American 
Express  Co.,  here  today  (it  is  in  one  of  the 
best  grocery  stores  in  the  city),  and  found 
the  express  agent  mending  a  shabbily  built 
coop  which  contained  two  Pit  Game  cockerels. 
One  of  the  birds  had  gotten  out  and  had  to  be 
caught  and  put  back.  AVe  then  fell  to  dis- 
cussing the  new  rates,  and  the  great  .advantage 
it  will  be  to  the  poultry  bu^iness,  when  we 
heard  a  scramble,  and  out  came  the  same  bird 
again.  Well,  that  Game  cockerel  took  posses- 
sion of  the  store.  He  straightened  up  and 
sailed  across  to  a  sugar  barrel  which  happened 
to  be  open,  and  added  his  droppings  to  the 
contents  of  the  barrel.  Just  as  the  agent  got 
near  enough  to  reach  him  he  sailed  up  to  the 
top  shelf,  knocking  down  two  crockery  bowls 
and  a  tea  pot,  which  were  broken  to  bits.  He 
then  sailed  down  and  across  the  room,  alight- 
ing on  a  tinware  counter,  and  such  a  scattera- 
tion  as  he  made!  We  cornered  him  there  and 
got  him  back  into  the  coop,  if  such  it  could  be 
called.  It  was  originally  a  box.  The  sides 
and  top  had  been  knocked  off,  a  lath  nailed 
along  the  top  side  (both  sides),  and  then  light 
burlap  tacked  on.  Not  only  the  Coop  showed 
poor  business  ability,  but  the  birds  were 
wrongly  addressed,  being  sent  to  ,  Ash- 
land, Baltimore  Co.,  Ind.,  (and  billed  to  New 
Castle,  Ind.),  when  they  were  intended  for 
Baltimore  Co.,  Maryland.  Here  are  the  birds 
several  hundred  miles  out  of  the  way,  owing 
to  the  blund('r  of  the  shipper,  with  two  dollars 
charges  on  them  and  as  much  more  to  get  them 
back  where  they  belong  —  and  shipped  in  an 
apology  of  a  coop  that  was  so  flimsy  the  birds 
easily  got  out.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  express- 
men kick?  The  birds  were  sWpped  by  a 
breeder  in  New  York  state.

Brahmag  Laid  Well. 
Mr.  Editor :— I  have  read  from  time  to  time 
the  egg  records  reported  in  your  valuable 
paper,  and  as  I  keep  a  small  flock  of  hens  just 
for  the  pleasure  there  is  in  doing  so,  and  al-o 
for  what  profit  I  can  get,  I  will  give  your 
readers  my  experience  with  nineteen  Light 
Brahmas.  They  were  hatched  quite  early  in 
the  spring  of  '94,  and  commenced  to  lay  early 
in  October,  but  no  record  was  kept  until  Jan. 
1st,  '95— so  I  give  the  number  laid  each  month 
until  June  30th,  '95— six  months :

From  these  eggs  I  hatched  eighty-two  chick- 
ens, and  sold  thirty-eight  sittings  of  eggs.  The 
old  hens  were  dressed  off  in  July  to  make 
room  for  chicks.  Out  of  these  chickens  I 
saved  twenty  pullets  for  my  own  use,  and 
these  pullets  took  first  prize  at  Franklin  Co. 
fair,  Sept.  14,  15,  16,  '95,  and  commenced  to 
lay  Sept.  13,  '95;  but  there  was  no  record  kept 
of  the  eggs  until  Nov.  1st.  They  laid  that 
month  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  eggs;  for 
December  they  laid  three  hundred  and  four, 
and  have  started  in  to  beat  that  in  January. 
These  pullets  are  confined  to  yards  both  sum- 
mer and  winter,  and  are  very  small  eaters, 
but  of  good  size. 

I  commenced  to  hatch  these  pullets  in  Feb- 
ruary, and  the  last  hatch  came  out  the  10th  of 
June,  '95— so  you  see  I  could  not  have  had 
more  tban  fifteen  laying  hens  on  an  average. 
I  keep  no  account  of  food.  I  feed  and  breed 
for  eggs  only,  and  keep  Sheridan's  Powder 
constantly  on  hand.

It  is  a  pity  they  cannot  be  perpetuated  in  a 
breed  by  themselves.  I  know  of  no  better 
birds  for  the  table,  and  the  last  season  when  I 
accidentally  reared  a  three-fourths  Brahma 
and  one  fourth  White  Wyandotte  cockerel  I 
found  that  the  blending  improved  the  table 
quality.

Mr.  Editor :— God  bless  the  man  who  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  the  open  front  scratching 
shed.  I  use  them  as  per  Faem-Poultey,  and 
on  tliese  cold  stormy  days  when  snow  drives 
in,  the  muslin  front  comes  in  and  acts  the  part 
of  tlie  Good  Samaritan. 

I  send  you  a  plan  of  what  I  find  to  be  an 
excellent  way  to  construct  front,  so  as  the 
nnislin  frames  can  be  used  to  exclude  snow 
and  rain  in  winter,  and  used  as  an  awning  in 
Slimmer.  The  method  of  storing  away  that  is 
here  used,  i*  very  economical,  both  in  space 
used  and  safety  from  harm,  when  not  in  use. 
By  drawing  the  button  outward  the  hooks 
will  release  themselves,  and  then  frame  can  be 
pushed  back  out  of  the  way,  letting  it  rest  on 
the  2x3  strips.  The  little  rough  drawing  I 
send  you  will  explain  itself.

Cleaning  the  Bone  Cutter, 

Mr.  Editor:— One  important  point  seems  to 
have  been  overlooked  in  the  manufacture  of 
bone  cutters,  and  that  is  the  great  difficulty  in 
getting  at  the  parts  to  clean.  In  this  climate 
cloanliness  is  as  essential  as  the  ground  bone  is 
to  h£ns.  This  can  only  be  done  by  the  use  of 
hot  water,  and  it  roust  be  done  after  using 


the  machine  every  time.  Unless  the  parts 
requiring  cleaning  can  be  taken  out  quickly, 
without  undue  loss  of  time,  the  keepers  of 
small  flocks  will  be  better  off  without  than 
with  a  machine.  The  block  and  axe  will 
answer  the  purpose.  I  should  like  to  ask  manu- 
facturers how  they  propose  to  keep  the 
machine  clean  without  undue  loss  of  time.
